LETTER FROM NEW YORK. 


[FROM OUR SPNCTAL CORRESPOXDENT } 


New York, January 4, 1564 
Seymour Shows His Dard. 

Governor Seymour’s malady, or that which 1s 
said to afflict his famiuly—the same that the 
good Queen of Great Bmtam mherts—agam 
shows itself unmistakably It was first officially 
manifested a year ago, when, on taking his seat, 
the Governor with mdecent haste sent a mes- 
senger bearing a letter removing the present 
Commissioners of Pohce But as his Excel- 
lency followed this action by doing precisely 
nothing, and seemingly suffered the quarrel be- 
tween his party and the Commissioners to drop, 
it was until the morning of fhe 1st instant hoped 
that he had for once hearkened to wise counsel 
and sbandoned what ın his sane moments his 


judgment must tell him 18 a hopeless contest. 
Nothing of the kind. He only delayed from 
day to day, awaiting some act of the Commis- 
stoners of Police which might give him a shadow 
of cause for making the removal that his partı- 
sans hounded him on to making, and at length, 
Jast st the last moment, when his own power of 


dismissal ard appomtment was about to cease, 
unable to discover any tangible error which the 
Commnssioners had committed, he seized a clause 
im their report concerning tha riots, and, petti- 
fi sging a paragraph which is purely historical 
and 18 incomplete only ın not revealing all of 
the damaging truths which the Governor would 
gladly have suppressed, ho pretended to find 
therein some bias in polities and religion and an 
unwelcome allusion to himself, And upon this 
he drew up a eupersedeas, which on Saturday 
last was formally dehvered to the Commis- 
stoners 

Seymour's grounds for vacating the removal 
may best be seen ın the following paragraph, 
the itahcized words ın which are those that 
gave offense 

On the morning of the 18th of Jaly lsstthe peace and 
order of the city of New tork were broken by a form 
ldable mob, which entered upon a career of robbery, 
arson and murder that was not completely checked 
until the morning of the lich. The violent proceedings 
had Gwmolitical origin, motice and direction, and 
recetred sympathy and encouragement from news- 
raand partisans of tnjflueuce and intelligence 
‘The military were absent fighting the battles of the 
Union in Pennsylvania snd Maryland. The Board of 
Police had long been threatened with summary re- 
moval, which was excected to occur immediately 
Members of the force desired the removal, and there 
were not laching instances of insubordination the fruits 
of the expected change. A large portion ofthe force 
wereof the zame nationality and polttical and re- 
ligious faith of the rvtous mob Under these new 
and extraordinary circumstances thera was appre 
hension that the e force might fan n united action or 
be embarrassed by sympathy waith the reoters and be 
overpowered and beaten. 


Seymour’s indictment of the Commissioners 
carefully omits the following paragraph, wherein 
they state that their apprehensions that the 
Governor’s “friends” in the force might turn 
upon the city proved groundless 

The Board are most happy to report that the appre- 
hension proved to be groundless. The force acted asa 
unit, and with an energy, courage and devotion rarely 
exhibited. The keenest observation falled to discover 
that either political, religious cr national feeling had 
any influence adverseto the efficient action of the force. 
The courage that arises from the aggregation of num- 
berg, the steadiness and celerity of movement which 
result from organization and drill, and the fidelity and 
pride of corps which result from disiipline, were ex- 
hibited in a degree most gratifying to the Board, and 
honorable to the force. 

Now, Governor Seymour’s real cause of com- 
plant ig this: Our Police Commissioners, upon 
whom the Legislature conferred large powersin 
a district embracing s third of the State’s pop- 
ulation, are Union men, and have not the small- 
est iota of Copperhead blood in their veins, 
That they have organized and managed the 
force so da to render it uniformly efficient, and 
won for 1t the admiration of every man who is 
interested in the security of life“and property 
and the supremacy of law; thatthey were loyal 
when the Governor was, with more than doubt- 
fulloyelty, parleying with a bloodthirsty and 
black-hearted mob; that in cheerfully render- 
ing their aid to the Governmentin ferreting out 
and bringing to punishment many traitors who 
1m the earher days of the war stalked in opr 
mds}, they gave services that deserve the warm 
applause of every American——the Governor dare 
not deny. On this point the Governor has 
nothing to say. The hue and ery about ‘ arbi- 
trary arrests,” that saluted our ears a twelve- 
month ago, the Governor's better judgment 
teaches him are too well understood by the peo- 
ple to be available now. Bo, with no better 
subterfuge at hand, his Excellency parades his 
wounded senuibthties. An appeal to the sym- 
pathies of Democrats was ever potent; but it 
required a warm hearted Silas Wright to make 
the appeal, and no Seymour—now a statue of 
stone and now a ranting maniac—need hope to 
render it effective. 

The Commissioners, who have employed as 
counsel James T. Brady, William Curtis Noyes 
and ex-Judge Dean, heve replied to the Gover. 
nor, denying his right to remove them until an 
investigation of the charges can be made; in- 
forming him that they will continue to act until 
questions touching his power and their rights 
Shall haye beefi judicially settled; reminding 
him that they expect him to fulfill the promise 
which he made when, in presenting his notifica- 
tion dated Jehnary 1, 1868, he assured them 
that he would make the proper order for an in- 
quiry into the truth of the charges made, and 
intimating that the Senate and Assembly, inthe 
event of their removal, will legislate them back 
into their seats, By the Constitution they have 
eight days grace to prepare for trial, and by 
Court practice they may protract their hearing 
until the Legislature shall have had opportu- 
nity to remodel the law. That this mili be the 
course of eventa is clear. 
member of the Legislature has drawn up a new 
police law, in which, instead of giving the Gov- 
ernor the appointing power, the Commissioners 
are named by the Legislature. 

The géntlemen who have received the ap- 
pointment are Democrats, and two of them are 
bitter partisans. Judge Bosworth—who, with- 
out his knowledge or consent, was placed on 
the Board te ge it respeetabihty—is known as 
having been for six years su upright Judge ın 
the Superior Court, William McMurray bears 
an unblemished personal character, and #8 & 
lawyer stands well, but m pohtics be is a mo- 
rose and relentless partisan, and William B, 
Lewis, the Broohlyn member, is apolitical hack, 
who shifts from one party to another at pleas- 
ure. He has been Controller of Kings county, 
was State Treasurer two years ago, and ran for 
re election, but was defeated last Fall, and after 
having been Known as io Democrat, Know 
Nothing, Weed Republican, Radical Republican, 
and again Democrat, 1s now a pronounced Cop- 
perhead. On Saturday these gentlemen called 
at police headquarters, and having been shown 
to the Commissioners’ room, presented the Gov- 
ernor’s supersedeas, sad inquired whether Bowen, 
Acton and Bergen designed to retain their seats 
Acton rephed that Bowen, having accepted a 
Generalship in the army, had resigned, but that 
his resignation had not been accepted, and that 
the Board would hold its position until driven 
from ıt by an adverse judicial decision or until 
the expiration of the ix years for which they 
were appomted. Thus ended the internew, and 
with it 1 dismiss the Metropohtan Polise and 
take a peep into the halls of 


The Legistatare. 

Onur thirty-two Senators and one hundred and 
twenty-eight Assemblymen meet at Albany to- 
morrow. The members being nearly all Union 
men, the body promises to be a source of as 
much yexation to the Governor as was that 
body which, having vated to adjourn without 
day, and having sent a Committee to state that 
fact to Governor Marcy, received the laconic 
reply through the Committee that the Governor 
was /‘d—d glad of it.” The Legislature had 
een one of Marcy’s torments. It was com- 
posed of unscrupulous politicians, and to this 


day is known as the most corrupt Lemslature 
on record, always exceptmp the one that Gen; 
eral Tompkins prorogued for bribery. The 
present Legislature has many members who 
will acorn the bribes that may be offered them 
by the third house, but more who regard legis- 
latve hfe from a purely political standpoint, 
and with whom thelobby—which has come to 
be an institution at Albany—wmill be ommpo- 
tent. Among the measures that will demand 
attention the constitutional amendment 1s not 
the least important—that instrument not having 
been touched for seventeen years. Of coarse, 
next in interestis the Broadway Railroad and 
the little million and s hslf which itis Sapa 
to contain, Then there 1s an Act of the last 
Lemslature declaring that the Superyisors of 
no county, city or town shall offer any bounties 
for yolunteers—said Act having béen passed 
‘under a belief that volunteering throughout the

ety and town im the State having dealt with 
the law as a dead letter, ıt now remams for 
the Senate and Assembly to repeal it and 
legalize the payment of bounties It 1s pro- 
posed to pet our city schools under the con- 
trol of a Commission nat unlike the Board of 
Police Commissioners, and abohsh the elective 
system so far as schoo) officers are concerned — 
the intentzon of the movers of this measure be- 
bg to remove the schools as far as possible 
from political and sectarian influences Any 
change m the management of our schools will 
be acceptable to those citizens who bappen to 
know that there 1s more trath than fiction in the 
lascivious tale which yesterday’s Mercury, with 
characterisuc disregard for decency, spread at 
great Jength and in minute detail before ts 
readers, showing that in some of our institu- 
tions of learning otber knowledge than that 
laid down inthe books 1s taught In some of 
our Wards politics and religon are cast aside 
m making the nommsations for school officers, 
and men of eminence and public and private 
worth are selected for the important offices of 
Commissioners and Trestees; but I regret to 
learn that in the great eastern Wards there are 
school officers who sre not unhke that tradi- 
tional member of an Examining Board who 
thought no man fitted for teaching who could 
not navigate a ship No difficulty is antict- 
pated in organizing the houses, and we there- 
fore axpect to read Seymour’s messege to-mor- 
row afternoon The Controller's report gives 
the outstanding debt of the State at $29,784,- 
124 62, showing a reduction of nearly two 
milhons. The expense of armmmg the militia 
under the law of 1862—a law that contemplated 
the conversion of the militia into a poltical 
machine, has been upward of a millon dollars 

The deficiency ın the canal revenue 1s given by 
the Canal Commissioner as more than a million 

This being the year of the Presidential canvass, 
and certain gentlemen having been elected who 
may be expected to induige in speeches for bun- 
combe, it is not ushkely that the session may 
be extended beyond the hundred days for which 
the members draw their three dollars per diem 

Happily, the machine is not to be run by Eras- 
tus Corning nor by Thurlow Weed. 


A Now Year’s Day 

The Happy New Year which I have the felic- 
ity of wishing the Uwrow, its renders, its editors 
proprietors, compositors, proof-readers, mail- 
men, pressmen, carriers, correspondents, and 
the typographical imp, was imaugurated m New 
York most jovisily Trimty tower ushered 1t 
in with joyous chimes, add the Methodist 
watch-meetings shouted 1t m. Our colored 
men made ıt the occasion of an emancipation 
jubilee, and in the evening met in large num- 
bersin the large hall of the Cooper Union, in 
response to a call which was placerded through- 
out the city, calling colored men to arms and 
bidding them fight for their country. The ex- 
ercises were opened with Jobn Brown’s favorite 
hymn, “ Blow ye the trumpet, blow.” Among 
the speakers were the Rev. Dr Bellows and the 
Rev. Mr. French, Superintendent of the freed- 
men of South Carolina. The Rev. Henry Hiland 
Garnet, who presided, announced the comple- 
tion of a colored regiment in New York—a regi- 
ment that was authorized only three weeks ago. 
He spoke with pride of the valorous deeds of 
those colored men who met the enemy at Port 
Hudson and at Battery Wagner, and urged his 
colored brethren to shoulder arms and aid n 
sustaining the Government ‘‘ Where Inberty 
dwells, there ıs my Country,” was sung bya 
young colored man, accompanied on the piano 
by a young creole woman, who occupied a front 
seat on the stage. 

The Rey Henry W. Bellows said that the an- 
niversary which they celebrated was henceforth 
to rank with the birthday of Christianity. Now 
that the proclamation which had been promul- 
gated was sustained by the force of our arms, 
1t was especially the time for the colored race 
to be thinking how it could fit itself to enjoy 
the blessings of freedom. It would not be by 
the blow of the bayonet, but by a moral and 
spiritual blow that the colored man would rise 

otwitbstanding all the odium that had been 
hesped upon the negro, he had everything to 
hope in the fact that the sentiment of the demo- 
cratic masses of the American people had been 
completely revolutionized im one short year. 
He believed that m the next decade the colored 
race would make a great leap forward ın emil- 
ization, and suddenly become pohtically and so- 
cially regenerated. He urged colored men to 
take courage and have confidence to beheve 
that the prejudice against color would soon dis- 
appear. 

Onr Mayor elect, who is to fake the oath of 
office at the hour of satling of the steamer that 
will bear this letter, received calls on New 
Year’s morning in the Governor’s room at the 
Hall, and is said (by ove of the reporters whose 
imagination 1s exceedingly fertile) to have been 
“kept busy at hand-shaking and congratulation 
from eleven until one o’ciock.” Some of the 
Mayor’s friends gave him a stylish coach as a 
New Year’s present, and on the“occasion a se- 
lect company sat down to a New Year's ban- 
quet at the new St. James Hotel A number 
of pohtical_fosmls contrived to get down as 
far as the Hall 1n the morning, the newest 
elected members of the Veteran Corps of 1612 
walked in to get an “eye-opener,” several 
army and naval officers made calls of cere- 

mony, snd thus passed off the Mayoral re- 
ception A coldggatch was presented to Mor- 
gan Jones, Pr tof the Board of Council- 
men; and Wilham Walsh, President of the 
Board of Aldermen, w gihe recipient of a 
diamond nng. A n y reception was 
that which was extended by the philanthropist, 
John W. Farmer, to our furloughed soldiers 
Farmer threw open the doors of his restaurant, 
No. 47 Ladlow street, and exhibited to the gaze 
of the multitude a dozen tables that groaned 
under the weight of hams, turkeys, tongues, 
oysters, fruit, bread, and, indeed, everything 
but the juice of the grape, to consume which 
he invited all soldiers of the United States that 
might bə able to visıt his place. The day opened 

th fog, but at noon a piercing northwest wind 
swept that away, and the night was the coldest 
of the season, As the inauguration of the new 
City Government may be regarded as a New 
Year’s event, I may as well mve here a number 
of names thet haveturnedup. Jobn T. Henry, 
of the Fifth Ward, is to preside over the Board 
of Aldermen, and James Hays, of the Four- 
teenth Ward, is to be President of the Council- 
men. Captain Rynders (not dead yet) is said 
to haye FEE the ofhco of City Marshal, and 
J. B. Auld, Secretary to Mayors Tiemann and 
Wood, is to hold a hke office under Mayor 
Gunther. George W. Roome, whose home has 
been in the Hall for many years, will retain his 
place as Keeper, and “Uncle David” Valentine 
is to be re-elected Clerk of the Common Goun- 
cu, of course.

John Hughes, Archbishop of New York, ex- 
pired at his residence in Madison avenue last 
evening, at thirty-one minutes past seven 
o'clock. His death was not unexpected. He 
had been failing in body for more thsn a year, 
and during last Summer was constantly under 
the care of his physicians. On the 9th ult, he 
was compelled to toke his bed, and on Thursday 
last, when he lost the power of speech, it be- 
came evident that his hours were nearly num- 
pbered. He then received the last sacraments of 
the church, and remained speechless, though 
conscious, until the last There were present 
at his death-bed, beside the Archbishop’s 1m- 
mediate family, Bishops McClosky of Albany 
and Laughlin of Brooklyn, Vicar General Starrs, 
Rey. Dr. Nelliger, Father McMierny and other 
distingnished churchmen.

Frou Ricuwonp — The following statement 
has been handed to us by a gentleman, a citizen 
of Kentucky, ın whom we have entire confi- 
dence He assures us that the mformation was 
obtamed from a person recently from Richmond, 
who while there occupied an 1mportant ofheiel 
position This mformant ıs not a convert to 
Unionism, and the information given below was 
communicated confidentially to secession sym- 
pathizers, through whom 1t leaked and reached 
our correspondent ın a way and from sources 
that give him fall confidence in the reliability of 
the statements 

We have, from the most reliable information, 
just received from Richmond, the following pro- 
gramme, Our informant occupied a position 
that gave an opportunity to see the rebel Presi- 
dent often, and required hım to be present at 
Cabinet meetings, They are determined to re- 
gam, if possible, Kentucky and Tennessee, 
without these, there can be no Confederacy it 
13 the intention of the War Department to con- 
script all able-bodied persons, without regard to 
age or condition Already ıt has begun, and men 
who have heretofore escaped the army are now 
ip the ranks 

The case 1s desperate, and the leaders are 
aware of ıt Invahds, or those not absolutely 
disabled for garrison duty will be there placed 
Negroes who can be trusted will be armed and 
fight beside their masters They will not be 
trusted ın companies or regiments ın the field 
The forts will be manned entirely with negroes, 
commanded by white commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers The negro’s prde will 
be thus appealed to, as he can fight beside his 
master a many cases this will be effectual. 
By this means they will be enabled te brng e 
Jarge force into the field, and hope to drive the 
Union troops from Tennessee and Kentucky. 
They know as well as we the time of the enlist- 
ment of our troops, and its expiration They 
have had copies of our recorded papers in our 
War Department up to November 1st. They 
know that numerous regiments will have served 
out their time ın the Spring, and hope then to 
aehieve a victory over those winch are left 
We give this information that the Govern- 
ment may reahze its dangers and secure 
Kentucky and Tennessee beyond doubt. Citi- 
zens of Kentucky have been apprised of a 
coming invasion by friends m the Confederacy 
We know of rebel sympathizers receiving let- 
ters advising them to sell all except real estate, 
and hold themselves in readiness tojom the 
army of liberation In a rebel caucus of the 
members of Congress, it wag determined to 
give up all coast defense rather than Kentucky 
and Tennessee. If they prove able to dnve 
Grant from his stronghold, it will. they beheve, 
prolong the war, cause their recogaition abroad, 
encourage Copperheads at the North, give them 
strength m Europe and cause depression 
throughout the land, We do not anticipate this 
resalt, but pive facts asthey exist an Richmond, 
mstead of mere rumors, as heretofore We 
sincerely trust that General Grant will not al- 
low himself to be surprised, nor the Govern- 
ment allow him to be overwhelmed The -whole 
available force of the South will be brought 
against him, aud that soon —Cinennahe Ga

INTERRUPTION OF TRAVEL BETWEEN New 
York anD Wasniacton —The Baltimore Sun 
of January 4th says: “The ice in the Susque- 
hanna nver ampeded the travel on the Phila- 
delphis and Baltimore Railroad on Saturday 
night and yesterday. The through passenger 
tram from New York, which reached the river

LETTER FROM SANTIAGO, CHILE, 


[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE UNIOR.] 


The Great Conflagration and Loss of Life. 
Saxstiaco (Chile), Dee 17, 1863 

Simce the hormble loss’ of hfe m the earth- 
@eske at Mendoza, nothing has approached im 
mournfulness the spectacle presented to-day by 
the Magnificent Capital of Chile By the con- 
flagration of the Jesmt Church on the evening 
of the Sth inst, more than 2,000 victims were 
suddenly burried into etermty by the most fear- 
ful of all terrible deeths—thas of fire It were 
Impossible to exaggerate the torror of the 
scene—it cannot even be described, and al- 
though an eye witness of the terrible Teahty, I 
feel how utterly impossible 1$ 18 to convey, 
language an idea of the heart-rending spectacie 
of Tuesday evening. 

It has been the custom for the past five years 
to celebrate the “Month of Mary” with great 
zeal and pomp in the Church of the Compania, 
or Jesuit Church, sttuated at the corner of the 
street of that name and Bandera street, and 
fronting the Plazuela of la Compamea. The 
Curate having organized a religious associa- 
tion known as the “Daughters ot Mary,” has 
held annual service during said month, winding 
up on the 8th with a grand illumination of 
the church and sermon in the evening, to which 
all the members were earnestly entreated to be 
present 

This year, determined to outshine all former 
exmbitions, he made arrangements te adorn 


the church with garlands of flowers, colossal 
statues, and with an unprecedented number of 
lights He was vainly remonstrated with by 
the Archbishop and others m authority, who 
reluctantly gave their consent to the display 
The church was filled with the devout all day, 
and toward nightfall a continuous stream of 
human beings—almost exclusively women— 
posea into the church, until every avenue was 
epsely packed, and the steps of the church 
and far out into the plaza were filled with a 
hushed and kneeling crowd The doors were 
then all closed, save the mam entrance, for the 
double purpose of preventing the confusion oc- 
casioned by late comers and of making the 
voice of the preacher more distinctly heard 
At a httle ales seven the assistants began 
lighting up the church, and were just finishin 
the grand altar—the east of the building being 
fully Wluminated with thousands of lemps, mos 
of them of parafine oil—when from a transpa 
ent crescent at the foot of the statue of the 
Virgin burst forth a jet of flame The attend- 
ant endeavored to extinguish it with ns poncho, 
but the inflammable hquid penetrated the fabric, 
increasing the danger In amoment the flames 
darted up the garlands of artificial flowersto the 
roof, the mmmense cupola caught fire and the 
lamps suspended from thë roof by strings 
dropped and exploded among the densely 
packed mass of women kneeling beneath. Dart- 
ing along the wooden ceilmg, already heated to 
the dryness of tinder, the flames ran hke hiss- 
ing serpents the whole length of the church and 
rolled down in huge billows upon the compact 
mass of human beings that hed instinctively 
sought the main entrance During the first few 
moments of surprise and terror, shrieks of sor- 
row for the destruction of their beloved church 
resounded through the aisles of the building; 
but when rushing to the various outlets all were 
found closed saveg one, and that one impassa- 
ble, loud screams of horror burat from the de- 
spaying multitude For a few moments the 
heaft-piercing cries of perishing women were in 
creasing, they gradpally grew famter and 
famter, and soon an awful silence reigned 
within that horrible furnace, broken only by the 
angry war of the flames or the crash of falhog 
towers By the lurid glare within could be seen 
hundreds of human forms, gome with faces ele- 
vated in prayer to Him before whose throne 
they were rapidly hastemng, others with eyes 
eagerly strained and hands outstretched toward 
the outét air;mmploring that asmatance thet it 
was 1npossible to give Mothers clasping the? 
little ones close, amd seeking to shield their 
darlings from the flames already bhstering their 
own despairing features, cmidren chnoging m the 
frenzy of despair to those who would have gladly 
died for them, but could only die with them 
The news spread rapidly through the city and 
in an incredibly short space of hme, eur Mn- 
ister, Nelson, Dr Silvey, American Counsel at 
YValparmso, Henry Meigs and his nephew, 
Henry M Keith, W Eaton, George Cotton, C 
T Pearce and a number of other Americans 
were upon the spot, hewing down doors 
and rushing into the flames to drag out the few 
whose proximity fo the doors rendered 1t pos- 
sible to reach them Don Claudio Manterol 
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number of Cinleans also mde in the good 
work, but the majority of the bystanders, par- 
alyzed by the fearful sight, stood aloof while the 
foreigners, at the most immment risk of life, 
dragged out the hving, the maimed and the 
dend. unhl the falling tımbers and rain of fire 
from above extinguished every hope of saving 
another victim The most hairbreadth escapes 
testified the’heroism of these noble spirits who, 
unappalled by the fearful scene within the 
church, never ceased their exertions until 1t wag 
but too evident that not one soul remained alive, 
of allthat multitude The criminal neglect to 
take the most ordinary precaution against fire 
or eveu alarm, has been fearfully atoned. Of 
the 3,000 persons within the pile, but five or six 
hundred escaped, and most of them wounded, 
scorched and naked. The rest became wedged 
together, and fainting with hest, terror and pres- 
sure, low hz ability to help themselves or sec- 
ond the efforts of those who nsked their laves to 
save them Itwas only by almost superhuman 
effort that some few were dragged from the 
tightly packed mass of human beings at the 
tardily opened outlets, and of these few, a great 
majority only lived s few hours 

be rescuers approaching too nearly the 
dense masg of victims were tame and sgam 
seized by the outstretched hands of numbers, 
and only saved by their companions from be- 
hind But who could mthstand the imploring 
gestures of those who, upon the very threshold 
of salvation, saw a fearful and agonizing death 
swiftly approaching? Inside the church, and 
witinn afew steps of the main door fronting 
upon the plaza, was a group cf perhaps two 
hundred, from the white haired and venerable 
woman to the infant of tender years On the 
nght hand knelt a beautiful girl of some seven- 
teen years, as yet untouched by the eager flames 
that poured down from above, and by her side 
her sister and moiher, loched ım cach other's 
arms, within the reach of those without, who 
ever and anon dashed recklessly through the 
scorching doorway ard ineffectually grasped 
the clothing or hmbs of the nearest. Wnithing 
1m terror the horrible group swayedto and fro, 
the weaker gradually sinking forward and fall- 
ing, never to mse again, while the stronger bat. 
tled with desperate energy to reach the sawing 
hands tbat struggled ag desperately to reach 
them But allin vain, and in au awfully brief 
space of time the wall of Rame became impassa- 
ble, the entire floor of the church was a sea of 
ire, fed by the clothing of the vichms, and m- 
tensified by the dropping lamps The roof fell 
in! the towers followed, and the belfry, with an 
awful crash, fell over on the doorway, burying 
the scorched and burming bodies of those 
whose suffering was over. 

The scene without the eburch was heart-rend- 
ing The streets were hed with the dead and 
dying, and hundreds rushed to and fro calung 
upon the names of loved ones; some knelt in 
the streets to prey; some,were carried off by 
their friends, raving m their grief; while some, 
distracted at the thought of wife and child per- 
ishing, rushed frant:cally mto the church and 
were seen no more Hundreds were taken to 
the hospitals and to the neighboring private 
houses All the physicians in the city were 
upon the spot ministering to the injured. At 
midnight the flames, spent for want of material 
to feed upon, had Jowered, and by morning had 
entirely ceased he spectacle by the glaring 
light of day was iadescribably horrible Two 
thousand corpses, 1m every state of carboniza- 
tion, from blackened cinder to the slightest 
scorch, lay in heaps around the several eni 
doors, the last struggle painfully vinble ın the 
eager positon, the outstretched hands, the 
staring eyeballs The upper portions of the 
bodies were, with few exceptions, disfigured be- 
yond recognition, the lower extremities scarcely 
touched by the flames. 

The ofhcating presis, although as heavily 
jnoumbered as the women with clothing, suc- 
ceeded in escaping without a single exception ;

of whom could have found safety through that 
door. Lest it be wondered atthat the fire was 
allowed to gain such headway, I may mention 
that Santiago, a ety of a hundred thousand in- 
habitants, possesses but three enganes, al! out of 
order ang badly manoged, fires being eatremely 
rare. Soon after the alarm had been given a 
company of regulars, with fined bayonets, 
was stationed around the building, not only im- 

eding access to it, but driving back those who 
implored to be allowed to continue their exer- 
tons James Dunslow, zpen being. called by 
name by one of the safferers, insisted upen en- 
tering the church, and received a bayonet 
wound for his pertinacity

A MILITARY MURDER IN FEANUCE,

Xavier Georges Fleury, aged twenty-eight 
years, and Sous Lieutenant of the Firat Regi- 
ment of Voltigeurs of the Guard, has just been- 
tried and found guilty of having murdered a 
married woman named Petit, on the 18th of Au- 
gust The case was tried before the military~ 
tribunal, and from the position of the prisoner 
and his relationship to a General whose firm-- 
nese, when Marshal Magnan hesitated to act m 
the coup d etat affair, handed over France to» 
Napoleon IEI, excited considerable interest. 

leury made Madame Petit’s acquaintance in 

April last, and a couple of days afterward be 
was on the most intimate'footing with her. 
Long courtship had been dispensed with, and 
the services of the church could not be asked, 
as the husband was hvasg with his wife. In the 
Passage de Cherbourg, where this couple re- 
sided, young Fieury spent all the hours he was 
not on duty, and he was scon on such terms 
with both that at times he used to sleep on a 
bed made up on the floorim the same room in 
which Petit and his wife slept. He used to go 
there 1n full uniform, and perform domesti¢ and' 
other functions of too degrading a character to 
be fit for publication The mau Pelt appears 
never to have troubled himself about his wife’s 
dotugs, although her loose conduct was per- 
fectly well known m the quarter, Madame 
Pett and Fleury were seldom molested, and the 
Boshene at times even advanced money io the 
over 

Fleury, from the first moment infatuated with 
his unfortunate netim, found his passion ior her 
growing ee and stronger, and it must be 
allowed thet the more devoted his attentions 
becanis-the-more Madame Petit geemed to like 
arousing his fealausy . < 

Bleufy took a small lodging, ard the furniture 
placed an it belonged to his mistress. Here 
they and their frends used to meet and revel, 
and on one occasion Madame Petit’s conduct 
was so loose that the prisoner threatened to 
leave her He wrote home for money to settle 
some little debis which existed between them. 
His father did not send the money, and the 
lason contmued, Tbe conduct of the murdered 
woman undersrent no change for the better, and 
Fleury could not shut his eyes to the fact that 
he was not the only person engaged in robbing- 
Petit of his dues i 

Petit’s conjugal rights, like the treaties of 
1815, were violated on all sides; but at last, on 
the mormog of the 18th, there came 2 grand ex- 
plosion Fleury called by appomtment- and 
tound that Madame Petit had gone out ma cab: 
with another adorer However, sbe soon re- 
turned; and as Fleury received the frail one 
with reproaches, she said to her workwomen, 
who were washing linen 1n the shop, “If Bebe 
does not behave himself, elap his face and turn 
him out mto the street” This quarrel, which 
took place on the fatal morning, was made up, 
and Fleury asked ng mistress to go out some-- 
where in the evening. To his surprise she re- 
plied that she had an engagement This en- 
gagement Fleury deciared sbe should never 

eep, and in the evidence given before the- 
Court this threat went far to damage his case. 

At about ten in the evening some one called 
for Madame Pant, who was going out by the 
back door, when the prisoner seized her by the 
hand, and, drawing his pistol, shot her in the 
head, The bal did not penetrate the skull, bat 
atunned her, and leaning against a table she ex- 
claimed, ‘‘ My sight is gomg” She bad hardly 
uttered these words when the prisoner stabbed 
her to the heart. He then rushed into the- 
street and gave himself in custody of the po-- 


ce. 

The Court had merely to consider if the mur- 
der was a deliberate act, or committed m a mo- 
ment of ınsanity. It was shown that many of 
the prisoner’s relatives had died insane. A B18- 
ter of Fleury’s. as at the present moment in a 
lunatic asylum’, sbe fancies that she is the 
spouse of Jesus Chnst. The medical witnesses 
could only testify to one fact, which waa that 
the prisoner bas been perfectly sane since the 
murder. The Court no doubt thought there 
was premeditation, else why should Fleury 
have gone to the honzearmed? He had nerea- 
son to fear Petit 

The sentence which the Court found waa that 
Fleury should be sent to hard labor for twenty 
years, suffer mbhtary degradation, and be ub- 
der the high surveillance of the police fot life. 

Cesar Giugant:, 2 heutenant 1a tho Fourth 
Vohgeurs, and a fnend of Fleury’s, was present 
when poor Madame Petu was assassinated, and, 
it js thought, might have saved her hfe. His 
evidence was thus given “He was most inti- 
mate with Fleury, who had introdused hım to 
his mistress. He went to the apartment in the 
Bue St Nicholas, Medame Petit was there, and 
Fleury said the furniture was kers, be re- 
proached his friend for accepting such a posi~ 
tion. On the 17th of August Tan was on 
guard, he went to tbe Passage de Cherbour, 
about nine inthe evening. Madame Petit calle 
him in, and asked him to kiss her, which he did. 
She then asked him to take bercat a cab, but 
he said she should go out with Weury and not 
with him. On the evenmg of ihe 15th, after 
many reproaches, he heard a pistol shot, and 
saw Fleury’s arm raed. In presence of such, 
an act, Colonel, I was quite upset and lost my 
head, a cloud seemed to pass over my eyes, and 
my reason to have fled ”

The Re d'Italia, the new Ttalian iron-clad re- 
oontly aached at W- H. Webb’s shipyard, met 
with aw accident Tuesday morning about one 
e’olock, which may prore disastrous to the ves- 
sel. The circumstances of the mishap are 
priefly as follows; Saturday afternoon the Re 
Witaha left her dock in Hoboken, haviug on 
hoard a large number of invited guests for the 

“purpose of atrisl trip. It was thought at the 
time the vessel would steam but a few miles 
down the bay and return before nightfall. It 
appears, however, the Capian of the ship was 
determiaéd to give his visitors something of a 
‘voyage, and after takiog on board a coast pilot 
ateered for Barnegat light. Nothing more was 
heard of the vessel until the arrival of the dis- 
patch, earl? yesterday morning, announcing 
the accident that befell her. It seems every- 
thing had gone on pleasantly during the voyage 
wp to the tıme when a quessen waa raised be- 
tween the officers of the ship, the pilot and 
some of the seafaring gaests concerning the 


` whereabouts of the vessel, The Captan, be-

triog he understood the coast, gavo orders for 
soundings, which were improperly reported to 
him, About ane o'clock, while the convirali- 
Hes incident to trial trips had not been entirely, 
dispensed with, the ship suddenly grounde 
A scene of considerable confusion followed Ef- 
forts were made to reheve the vessel and get her 
off, but without avail. In thisconnection it should 
be stated that previous to the stranding of the 
ship one of her engines became disabled and for 
‘some time she was propa by one engine only, 
i hese circumstances may 
be considered fo#fonate for the vessel and all on 
hoard, for, had she been going at full speed at 
the time she struck, the moat disastrous conse- 
quences mght have followed. As soon as it 
Decame apparent that the ship could not be got 
off without sgaistance sigaal guns were fired, 
which brought to the beach most of the citizens 
of Fresh Pond, a small place about two miles 
north of the maw hotels on Long Branch. An 
underwriters agent, who lives but a short dis- 
tance from the spot where the vessel stranded, 
made his appearance soon after the signal guns 
were fired, and at once dispatched a team to the 
Government house at Station No. 5 to procure 
asurfboat. Inthe meantime, those on board 
the Re d'Itaha were made acquainted with their 
exact locality and the preparations that were 
being made for ther safety. Shortly before 3 
oclock the surf-boat arrived, when a difficulty 
arose who should man it. This was sòon sattled 
by the volunteering of five old surfmen named 
Charles H. Valentine, Borden West, Abraham 
Lippincott, Bhjah Disbrow and Wilkam Mahan. 
The first desperate attempt of these brave men 
te reach the ahio failed Assoon a3 their boat 
was fairly afloat, 1t was struck by a wave and sent 
whirling back to the shore. The surfmen, finding 
that 1t was imposable to reach the vessel from a 
point immediately opposite her, took their boat a 
considerable distance farther south, and again 
launched it. This tame they were successful, and 
aftera balfhour’shard pulling reached the vessel. 
They did not attempt ta board her, but at once 


* offered their services for the rescue of the pas- 


sengars. Previous ta the arrival of the boat, 
however, it was ascertained by the wrecked 
pleasure party that they were comparairely 
safe, and learning that they were off Wardell’s 
Beach, stuck fast in the sand, in a strong vessel, 
they all, except an officer bearing diapatches to 
the Itatian Consul and two other gentlemen, 
concluded to remain on board until morning. 
The surfmen, accordingly, after finding no fur- 
ther assistance was required, pulled their boat 
to the shore, which they did not reach until 
nearly daylight. The citizens on Wardell’s 
Beach showed a commendable disposition to 
render assistance, should any be needed. They 
were constantly on the slert, doing everything 
that woold have heen required of them had the 
vessel proved a total wreck. Conspicuous 
among the number who were the most assidu- 
ous 10 their endeavors to launch the surf-boat, 
and who rendered other valuable aid were the 
brothers Herbart and Edward Wardell, 

At present the Re d'Italia lies “hard 

and,” and is gradually settlinz in the sand. 
ifthe weather continues favorable, and west- 
erly winds prevail, no damage will be done to 
the vessel for some time. The Coast Wrecking 
Company have gent to the scene of the disaster 
all the necessary appliances furnished by them 
in their business forthe relef of wrecked ves- 
sels. Three ateam-tugs haye álo gone, and 
Collector Barney has dispatched a revenue cut- 
ter to lend additional md. The Etsiian Consul 
has been tendered the assistance of several Gov- 
ernment vessels now lying at the Navyyard. 
Hence, there will be no Jack of motive-power to 
aét the stranded ship once more afloat. 

The Re dItaha is of the following dimen- 
sions: Length, 255 feet; breadth of Beam: 55 
feet; depth of hold, 33 feet. She is a screw pro- 
peller, bark-rigged, 5,000 tons burden; is 1ron- 
clad, with plates 417 inches thick, and is pierced 
for 44 gons, and was built at a cost to the Ital- 
jan Government of $1,500,000. 

SHE 13 SUCCESSFULLY HAULED OFF WITH AKCHORS, 

The iron-clad frigate Re d’Itaha, which has 
been brought so conspicnously before the pub- 
lic within the past few days, armved in the kar- 
bor Wednesday, from Long Branch, having got 
safely over the bar, and came in in good order. 
‘On Tuesday afternoon, at two o'clock, prepara- 
tious were made to get her off. Two steamers 
hed arrived from New York, which, witb the 
Magnolia, made three. They were at first set 
te pull off the ship, but of course did not suc- 
ceed, asitis very rare that steamers can tow s 
ship off the shore. Having decided not to use 
the tugs any more, the officers came to the con- 
-clusion to get ont all the heavy and hght an- 
-chors, hitch cables onto them, and rig & cap- 

` stan. Considerable difficulty was experienced 
in carrying ont these designs. The sailors had 
been up withont sleep for three nights; the at- 
mosphere was very cold, and they were used to 
warm climates, and the ship lay so near the 
heavy surf that great danger attended ever: 
movement. The officers and men persevered, 
however, and by seven o'clock, when the bigh 
tide bogan to make 1ts sppearance in the offiog, 
the half was moving perceptibly, but to so very 
‘small an extent that great feara were entertained 
whether she could be got off. If the heavy flood- 
tide came, which was due at 11 o’clock, and found 
her in her unpleasant berth, ıt would probably 
destroy her, dashing her timbers about most 
usmercifully; knowing this and feelng that the 
safety of the ship and the reputation of her offi- 
cers depended on the hardest kind of work, of- 
ficers as well as wen labored :ncessantly at the 
ropes and anchors. A heavy cable bad been 
brought down by the Wrecking Society, and 
the men who came with it rendered most-valua- 
ble assistance. For two or three hours the 
work slackened not—the tugs plying to and fro 
with anchor and chains, and ali the small boats 
of the ship doing similar business. At eight 
o'clock a very marked movement was made, 
and all ón board sensibly felt the hull recede 
some twenty or thirty feet from itsberth. This 
fact made everybody work twice as hard; the 
sailors cheered, the officers encouraged them; 
the capstan went around like a windmill, sud to 
the inexpressible joy of all the bull continued 
to move seaward. At half-past eight the scene 
ou board was most novel. But five brief hours 
defore the destiny of the ship seemed to be, to 
say the least, moat doubtful. No one felt cer- 
tain, and very many doubted that she would 
ever come off. Even thosa who believed that 
the anchors would haul her away thonght that 
it would take several days to do it, and that she 
must be very materially damaged. Theor faces 
and their actions betokened grave feeling, aud 
the crew exhibited equally rueful cquntenances. 
Now the ability to pall her off became a cer- 
tainty, and the transition from grief to joy was 
wery perceptible. At nine o'clock a shout went 
up from the ship whieh awoke all the echoes at 
Loug Branch, that she was afloat. Now it was 
feared thet she would back on the rocks by 
which she was surrounded. A most singular 
circu ce coanected with her going ashore 
vas the fact that she passed almost through an 
grenus of uninterrupted water on either side of 
which were huge rocks, with sherpened points, 
coming In contact with any of which might end 
her history in a few days. Once clear of the 
shore, the most extraordinary precautions were 
taken to keepher herd to sea. Steam was got 
up, and she moved at the desired speed, mak- 
ing for the Bar. She remained below for some 
time, and steamed up the North river at three 
o'olock, Wednesday afternoon, safe and sound. 
The Navy Department will probably give per- 
mission to have her putin the dry dock, when 
a survey will be held upon ber. It is believed 
ahat she has sustained very httle damage, as 
the shore only thumped her periodically for 
about eight hours, As considerable difference 
of opinion exists as to the cause of the disas- 
ter which came so near being fatal, 1t may not 
be amiss to state it. The vessel was turned 
over to the Italian officers by Webb before 
the departure of the vessel from this city. 
Captain Comstock, however, secompaned 
‘Webb to make sugzestions during the voyage, 
acd the famous pilot McGinn was taken on 
board. The duties of the latter gentleman ex- 
pired when the veasel crossed the Dar, es he 
wag not a coast pilat. Cuptam Imbert took 
the whole responmbility of manag.ng the skip, 
placed her himself on the chart, cud by some 


muatake got nearer the shore than he intended, 
when it was, of course, too late and impossible 
to get her off The Captain states as 2 reason 
wi be could not avoid gettimg on shore, that 
he had already gone three times ın the same 
direction as he went out last, and returned 
safely. 
Tho Eouthern 1Hinois Murders. 
[Correspondence of the New York Tribane.] 


Donaora (Lil.), December 25th.—A few days 
ago I gave you a brief account of the murders 
ot Spence and Jacquard by deserters whom 
they attempted to arrest This was done on the 
10th. Onthe 12th the Union League of this 
county when in council raised a fund of over 
two hundred dollars, and a company of thirty 
men was organized to hunt up the murderers 
and bring them to justice, either by the help of 
the military or otherwise. Upon reaching the 
scene Marshal J. N. Phillips, with a force, had 
commenced operauoni and arrested eight or 
fen of those who covfessed they saw the mur- 
der committed, Meanwhile, as many as a hun- 
dred men from Pulaski and Alexander counties 
had come on, and altogether scoured the swamps 
in search of the deserters, but in vain. Their 
names are Keller, and the settlement imn which 
the deed was done contains many families of 
the same name. The League will wait to see 
what the military will do. All except one of 
the prisoners are Hela 12 jail 1n Carro. 

On taking alimony before the Marshal, the 
ones arrested, as well as many otbers, women 
and young folks, all agreed in the following 
statement: Spence and Jacquard came to Kel- 
ler’s house on the ie So the 9th, arrested 
the two young men, and a A apa staid in the 
house till morning. Then the two officers told 
the deserters to follow, or, as it seems they had 
guns, they ordered them to fire them off, which 
they would not do, but laid them down in the 
porch; both had gone out doors, when the de- 
serters seized their guns and beat them till they 
died. Now, as these witnesses were examined 
apart, and as they agree in every particular, it 
would seem that this must be the truth of the 
case, Mougn ut is surprising that the eight or 
fen men who confessed to be there should coldly 
look on, and afterward“to run away, nor give 
any. intelligence of the deed to any one. 

t was only till next day, the 11th, that Mrs. 
Spence, who hves at Ulhn, beard of the mur- 
der. When she came she saw Jacquard lying 
am the porch, and not out in the yard, where 
they said he was murdered. There were then 
many women in the house. She asked them 
three or four times where her husband was, but 
they answered not a word. She asked the men 
also, but got noa reply, fill at last an old man 
pointed fo the end of the house, and on going 
round she found her husband lying by the 
chimney, an outside one. at a sight then 
met the eye of an intelligent wife, in this 
Christian land, and in the State of Dhnois! 
There were four clean cuts, about four inches 
long, made through his skull, and there was a 
cut across what may be termed the cup of his 
breast, which went through to his backbone. 
The hogs had eaten cut his brains clean, his 
eyes, nose and tongue were gone, aud they eat 
all around his neckerchief. At first it was 
reported that he was all cut up, and so I stated 
to you; but this last account is true, 

An Jacquard’s head were several cuts, which 
seemed made with a hatchet. He was not 
wholly dead till hig wife came, who lives in 
Metang.

listas A little after dusk Spencé and Jacquard 
| left their horsesat a man’s by the name of Sın- 


gle. According to custom in such cases, one 
went to one door and one to another, so as to 
prevent escapes, Jacquard was about to enter, 
when the gang, lying in wait, sct upon him, 
The night was stormy and dark, Spence, ou 
going round the house to the back door, met 
the villains concealed in the corners made by 
the projecting chimney, when they killed hin 
with a common sx. How many were engaged 
1t18 impossible to say, buk that they were all 
banded together to lie there is not the least 
doubt. It13 surprising what object they could 
have in lying, for they could as well have stated 
they were killed with axes as with guns. Itis 
the old story, The record now is that within a 
year seven Union men have been killedin this 
county. y 

Now, I know all about the condition of things 
which bare resulted in this murder, and in the 
barbanty which permitted men, women and 
children, for at least twelve hours, to step over 
one dead body and let their hogs devour an- 
other one. The two deserters in question about 
å year sgo made 8 murderous assault on me. 
Se well did_I know them—so well do I know 
them—that I had gurs ready for them, and 
now, night or day, Lam prepared to lay outa 
certain number, if I have only half a chatice. 

It will be highly instructive for the nation, 
And for members of Congress and other leading 
men, that I go to the root of the matter. The 
parhioplar settlement in which this deed was 

one commences about a mile and a half south 
of my house, but to some degree extends all 
ronud me, for several of my neighbors rejoiced 
when they heard of the murders, and said 
the souls of Spence and Jacquard ought to burn 
in eternal hell. 

Now to come to the point, the great majority 
of these people are religious, and beloug to 
various churches, Their preachers, with very 
few exceptions, are laboring men, farmers and 

the like, and the pernicious doctrine of State 
nghts is not so firmly established in any part of 
the South, as here is the one that slavery is a 
divine imstitution, ordained of God, and that 
whoever advocates the freedom of the slave 13 
an impious, wicked man, deserving of death; 
and this doctrine has always has been taught 
tby the illiterate preachers. You will find men 
the most quick, honest, industrious and thrifty, 
beheving this, and no argument can touch them. 
This even then, to their minds, is a hellish war 
—the young men were seduced into the army 
under the pretense of restoring the Union, but 
really to free the negroes, and itis right that 
they should desert. 

ost truly has the Church been the “‘ bulwark 
of American slavery,” and to her teachings are 
to be ascribed the most awful crimes that man 
can be guilty of, either to his fellow-man or to 
the angels, to Jesus, and to God. Hasten the 
blessed day when of this ten times accursed 
system of American slavery “there shall not be 
left one stone upon another that shall not be 
thrown down.”

Ere the echoes of the hostile city had ceased to 
answer the solitary stroke of the clock which 
announced the first hour of morning; while yet 
the voice of the sentry was heard m the streets 
proclaiming “ All 15 well!’ the monster 8 
of Fort Putnam sent out on the wild night their 
first Christmas greetings. For three whole 
hours the firing coatiazed without intermission. 
Never before was heard such Christmas chimes, 
One listening might heve imagined our gigantic 
batteries, the farious wind, and the wild waves 
on the beach, had joined each other in a mad 
midnight jubilee. About 3 o'clock a light was 
seen to kindle and spread, reflecting itself vn 
the dark sky and the tall steeples of St. 
Michael's church near by, which had been 
struck by three of our shots only a few 
days before, The guns of Battery Chatfield 
was immediately trained upon that quarter of 
the city, and ‘added their termble thunders to 
those of Putnam. The garrison of Fort Moul- 
trie, seeing the conflagration our shells had 
created, opened on our works with their long 
guns, but after a while, finding they accoml 
plished nothing, ceased firing altogether. Al- 
night long and through the forenoon of Friday, 
the fire burned ; a dense column of smoke issu- 
ing from it and drifting away in the wind, which 
blew fresh from the northeast, our batteries 
bombarding at intervals of five minutes. From 
appearances it is estimated that at least a block 
oF buildings must have been destroyed. No 
Charleston. pepeni hare been issued since 
Thursday. Fort Putnam threw eighty-four 
shells; very few of them could bare fallen 
shor 

THE SHIRMISH AT LEGAREVILLE, 

At early morning on Christmas day the pick- 
ets of Brigadier General Gordon’s divisions oc- 
cupying the town of Legareville (or Legree- 
ville, as ıt is called by the rebels) were attacked 
and driven in by the pickets of the enemy, 
strengthened by additions from their reserve 
and supported by two batteries of light artillery. 
Legareville is a small village of about fifty 
houses, on Jobn’s island, facing Stono mver, 
five miles ov so in a straight hne from the sea 
shore, It has been successively occupied at va- 
rious times by the pickets of both armies. The 
attack was made with musketry, a sudden vol- 
ley apprismg eur men of their danger. After 
discharging their pieces they fell back through 
the town on their supports, when the enemy, 
following up his advantage, brought forward 
two guns to the north end of the village and 
commenced shelling from a wood about > mile 
to the left. The guoboat Marblehead, lying in 
Stone river, weighed anchor and moved up to 
the scene of the encounter. On arriving & brisk 
artillery duel ensued between her and the rebel 
batteries, those at the north of the town raking 
her forward, firing through the streets, while 
the guns in the woods to the left flanked her, 
and another battery of four guns, located in 
Wild's estate, to the southwest, took her in the 
Tear. After a severe fight of about twenty min- 
utes, the Marblehead shelling vigorously with

treated. The Pawnee meanwhile arrived in 
Kiawha river, threatening to flank their position 
in the wood; and the mortar schooner T. D.

Had ‘the rebels served their guns with even 
ordinary precision, the Marblehead would-have 
been suok. An ıt was, ahe received eighteen 
shots ın her hull, one of which, a conical twenty- 
four-pounder, entered her ward room ; her fore- 
top mast was shot entirely away; three of her 
crew were killed and five wounded, As the 
rebels retreated our men advanced and occupied 
their old positions. 

Much praise 18 due Commander Meade for 
the gallant and able manner in which he fought 
his noble httle ship. Such episodes as tha in 
the dull campaign before Charleston go far to 
prove that our army and navy, although in- 
active, haye not forgotten the art of war; and 
this one ın particular establishes beyond a doubt 
that when our brave sailors are called upon by 
their commander to perform what may bo re- 
quired of them, they will not be found wanting. 

During the forenoon General Gordon went 
over in person with reinforcements, He after- 
ward made his headquarters aboard the Paw- 
nee, leaving Colonel Gurney, who had arrived 
on the field with the Seventy-fourth Pennsyl- 
vama Regiment, in active command. Colonel 
Gurney immediately pushed forward into the 
woods, and discovered, in addition to the body 
of one dead rebel, the remains of eight horses 
literally torn to pieces by our shells, and three 
24-pound iron field guna, besides a large num- 
ber of spades for the purpose of making in- 
trenchments. These latter aur men brought off 
with them, but were obliged to leave the guns, 
asabody of rebels, in strength about two regi- 
menta, held the bend of the road, which sweeps 
round ın acurve to the myer; the pieces were 
apiked, however, and the carriages burned 
While engaged in spiking these guus and col- 
lecting trophies, such as spades and knapsacks, 
left by the enemy ın their precipitate fight, 
Colonel Gurney was signaled to that the rebels 
were sfyavcing in force on his flank, while a 
squadron of cavalry threatened him from the 
opposite direction. Being informed of this he 
thought it prudent to retire. Our infantry aus- 
tained no loss. ` 

The woods from which the rebele were driven 
bore testımony to the accuracy of our fire; the 
bark was outstripped from the trees, the ground 
plowed up in various places, and traces of blood 
bere aud there visible. Their pickets admit a 
loss of twenty-five killed and wounded, and say 
that five houses were destroyed in Charleston 
on Christmas Dey: 

The object of the enemy appears to have been 
to capture our pickets, which have since been 
withdrawn from Legareville; possibly this may 
have been a reconnoissance of theirs to test the 
strength of our position at this end of the lne, 
with a view to turning our left wing; but of this 
the chances are so small it 18 hardly probable 
they would hazard it 

On Monday a detachment of our troops was 
sent over, svd succeeded ın bringing away the 
two gups, Commander Meade, ot the Marble- 
head, was slightly wounded. â

The English Press on the President’s Message. 
[Erom the London Times J 


Mr. Lincoln presented his third Presidential 
Message to the Congress of the Northern States 
on the &throf December. The hard necess ties 
of the time have had ther effect on the form of 
this periodical exposition, Though we receive 
only an abstract of it by the Arabia/it seems to 
be less diffuse in style than the messages of 
former Presidents were wont to be It does 
not take such a wide range over the affairs of 
the world at large, or draw from every system 
of government comparisons favorable in every 
respect to the Great Republic. It ıs hmited to 
the internal condition of the Union, and one 
topic, the war, the interest of which absorbs all 
other questions, Except the general aseuranee 
that the Federal Government is ‘‘in peace and 
frendship with all foragn Powers,” the Mes- 
sage does not touch any point of external policy. 
The President addresses the two great parties 
that divide the North and the people and Gor- 
ernment of the Southern Confederacy. He 
assures the assembled Congress that the 
crisig which threatened to divide the friends 
of the Union is past, and that the re- 
belon “is pressed within its narrowest 
limits.” He does not hold out any hope of 
& speedy termination of the war, and pledges 
himself to continue 1¢; but, assuming that the 
recent successes of the Union army in East Ten- 
nessee have given the Government at Waslung- 
ton a decided superiority, he connects with the 
Message a proclamation winch forms the most 
important part of ıt. He offers an amnesty to 
all the people of the South, excepting the heads 
of their Government and the higher ranks of 
the army and navy, “on condition that they 
will swear to support the Constitution and the 
Union, all the Acts of Congress, and all procla- 
mations made by the President durig the 
war,” till such Acts and edicts may he declared 
void by the Supreme Court. Itmay be gratify- 
ing to the people of the North to be thus form- 
ally assured that the Government is strong and 
successful enough to offer an amnesty to its op- 
ponents; but it is evident that Lincoln antici- 
pates no pacifie result from the measure; nor 
does the Secretary of the Treasury, who looks 
forward still to two years of war expenditure. 
The commercial circles of New York seem to 
share ther misgivings. The Message was pre- 
sented on the 9th of December, and by the 11th 
the premium on gold had risen two per cent. 
The effect of the whole document, amnesty in- 
clade resembles that of the report of a lost 

attle. 

As the terms offered by the President have 
been open to the Southern people from the be- 
ginning of the war, and any State would have 

een readmitted to the Union on complying 
with the conditions, the scheme of reconstruc- 
tion has no novelty, All the Southerners now 
learn from the amnesty 1s a definition of the 
classes who are excepted from it, and for this, 
too, they have robably been prepared from the 
first. The whole question stul depends on the 
fortune of war, and on such a vast territory it 
may always be expected, while any Southern 
armies can keep the field at all, that reverses in 
one place will be balanced by success in another. 
This is evidently Mr. Lincoln’s own view of the 
subject. While throwing into a legal form his 
offer of peace, he expressly says the North must 
still place ats trust in the sword. “The war 
power is our main rehance, and to that power 
alone we can look for a time to give confidence 
to the people ın contented regions that the 
ipsurgent power will not again overran them. 
Untl that confidence is re-established 
hittlé can be done anywhere for what is 
called reconstruction.” The chief care of the 
Government, he repeats, “must be the army.”

General Averill’s Raid.

The great General Averill has gone,.not “up 
the spout,” but back into his den. Cast your 
eye Upon a map, and J’ll tell you how he went 
and how he came. He came from New Creek, 
a depot upon the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
in the county of Hardy, along the western base 
of the Shenandosh mountains, through Coving- 
ton to Salem, burnt things generally, and re- 
turned over nearly the same route. Imboden 
seized the gap where the Parkersburg turnpike 
crosses the Shenandoah, and prevented a raid 
on Staunton. Averill left 500 men to hold Im- 
boden there and pushed onward toward Salem. 
That General could not pursue without uncov- 
ersng Staunton—the force threatening nearly 
equaling bisown General Lee was informed 
of 1 situation of eps: 

ere commences the reign of Major R 
and miltary sctence, Bayer General foe ie 
Early came. Major General Fitzhugh Lee came 
Bngadier General Walker came Brigadier 
Thomas came. Their staffs came They all 
took a drink. General Early took two, Bng- 
adier General Wickham came. Colonel Cham- 
bhas, commanding brigade, came, They smiled 
also. > 

When Averill was opposite Staunton, Fitz Lee 
was at Ivy Depot, on the Virginia Central Rail- 
road, a day’s march from that town. A fortun- 
ate occurrence, indeed Everybody thought 
Avert! was “treed” now He passed through 
Brown’s Gap, and struck the valley turnpike at 
Mount Crewtord, sight miles above Harrison- 
burg—a miserable inistahe. One dsy’s march 
lost. He then marched toward Harrisonburg, 
then toward Staunton, where he ought to have 
been on the first night. Still_there was plenty 
oftime to cut Averill off. Lee and Imboden 
marched day and mght to Lexington, and then 
toward Covington. They have yet time enough 
to intercept. 

Here was committed the fatal and foohsh 
blunder, While Lee and Imboden were on the 
road to Covington, in striking distance of that 
place, word was sent the Yankees are marching 
toward Buchanan, instead of Covington. No 
man ought to have put credence in a statement 
so utterly absurd a3 that the enemy were gomg 
from Salem to that place. Such a statement 
presupposes Averill dehberately placing him- 
self past escape, and therefore run raving mad. 
Such improbable rumors should never be enter- 
tained a moment, much less made the basis of 
important military movements. The order was 
obeyed. The troops turned and marched back, 
aud at night were neither at Buchanan nor Cov- 
ington. 

The story is told in a few words. The Yan- 
kees passed through Covington, and, to their 

rest amazement, escaped. The rumor abont 

uchanan was the tule of some frightened fool, 
The enemy, in terror avd demoralzation, fled 
from Salem at {ull speed—destroying theirtrain 
and artillery. Jackaon knocked some in the 
bead ; the citizens beat the brains out of others, 
one farmer in Alleghany killed six; some were 
scattered in the mountains, and are bein picked 
up here and there; the rapid streams drowned 
many; but the main Pert have gone whence 
they came, wondering how they did get away 
It is hardly necessary to add, the humblest pr- 
vate in the ranks, f he possessed sense enough 
to eat and drink, not only could, but would 
haye managed hetter. Oid Stonewall would 
have marcted on, caught and killed the Yan- 
kees. What Lee thought, this writer don’t 
know. They who know say Imboden begged 
to go to Covington, He made it plain to the 
dullest miod that the Buchanan story was past 
behef. What’s done is done. 

No isnguage can tell the suffering of our men 
They were 1n saddle night and day, save a few 
hours between midnight and day. They were 
beat up by their officers with their swords—the 
only means of arousing them—numb and sleepy 
Some froze to death; others were taken from 
horses senseless. They forded swollen streams, 
and their clothes, stiff frozen, rattled as they 
rode, It raimed in torrents, and froze as it fell. 
In the mountain paths the ice was cut from the 
roads before they yentured to ride over. One 
horse slipped over the precipice—the rider was 
leading him; he never looked over after him.

The Case of the Chesapenke—hfforis to Arrest 
the Pirates, 
[From the Boston Journal, December Sist } 

A gentleman just from St John, New Bruns- 
wick, who has been conversant with all the 
movements to retake the Chesapeake and arrest 
the pirates, communicates to us the following 
interesting and authentic facts 

Two of the pirates have been arrested in St 
Jobn Others, including the leader, Braise, 
were in the city several days, but owing to the 
delay in issuing the requisitions, resulting from 
the extreme caution of the authorities, they got 
wind of the efforts to arrest them and effected 
their escape. Wade, who was rescued at Halı- 
fax, was in company with one of the men who 
was arrested, but the officer having no warrant 
for his detention he was allowed to go. The 
warrant for the arrest of Braine reached St 
John on Christmas mormng It had been ap- 
phed for three days before, but was delayed by 
the amount of evidence required by the author- 
ifies, Who moved 1 the matier with extreme 
dehberation. The officer neglected to serve 1t 
even then, giving as an excuse a desire to at- 
tend church, and Braine learning that a war- 
rant had issued, left St John, going toward 
Halifax. He was followed by the officer the 
next day, but with no hkehhood of overtaking 
him until he reached Nova Scotia, where the 
warrant for his arrest would be nyald 

The authorities of New Brunswick have shown 
a better spirit than those of Nova Scotia, though 
they have not entered into the work of arrest- 
ing the pirates with much zeal No hope 18 en- 
tertained of arresting any of them in Nova 
Scotin, and they will all probably get off to Ber- 
muda 

The Americans residmg m the Provinces 
have been active and unremitting 10 their efforts 
to recapture the Chesapeake and arrest the pi- 
rates, and ıt 18 through their exertions and 
those of the American Consuls that anything 
has been done to punish this glaring case of pi- 
racy.

Asto Dr Cottman, beside the trifling objec- 
tion that he was never elected to Congress, 
there 1s another difficulty in the way, and this 
leads one to relate a story of General Butler’s 
administration which does not appear 10 Par- 
ton’s book, A little over a year ago we had an 
election for Congressmen in the First and Sec- 
ond Districts, by the direction of the President, 


‘Dr Cottman engaged to be a candidate, and 


was thereupon sent for by General Butler. The 
conversation between the two took place 1n the 
presence ef two residents of this city, to one of 
whom I am indebted for a report ot its sub- 
stance 

The General, after inquiring whether it was 
really true thatthe Doctor was a candidate with 
his own consent, and receiving an affirmative 
answer, read the vath whic he would be re- 
quired to take before entering upon his Con- 
gressional duties Its a pretty stringent cove- 
nant, you may remember—I wish J had a copy 
of it to insert here—declaring that the deponent 
has never given aid nor comfort to the :ternal 
er external enemes of the Repubhe, never 
held or sought office under the pretended Gov- 
ernment of the Confederate States, or in avy 
way countenanced the greatrebelhon. Having 
thus called the attention of the Doctor to the

Scizure of Confederate Money. 


On Thursday afternoon Marshal Murray, with 
his detective force and a few members of the 
Second Precinct Police, arrested a number of 
persons charged with having aided the rebels. 
Among them wss a merchant doing business in 
Maiden lane As before stated, the officers also 
visited & printwg establishment located on 
Spruce street, where they seized s large amount 
of Confederate bills ready to be printed on the 
reverse side. Later reports inform us thatthe 
proprietor and two men found on the premises 
were taken to police headquarteta, waere they 
were locked up until Friday morning, wher 
they were sent to, Fort Lafayette At No. 3T 
Park row the officers seized rebel bonds and se- 
curities to the amount of half a milhon <A 
plate of a five dollar Confederate note was also 
seized. 

An intercepted letter was sent to the War De- 
partment, showing that Winthrop E Hilton bed 
made a regular contract with Memmunger, the 
Confederate Secretary of the Treasury, tp sup- 
ply a printing apparatus and materials for print- 
ing Confederate notes. It also stated that ke 
had been hberally paid in advance for his out- 
lay and for his labor, and could be relied upon 
with the utmost confidence, On the receipt of 
the letter, the authorities at Washisgion tele- 
graphed to Marshal Murray to arrest the parties 
engaged in fulfilling the contract with the rebel 
Secretary At once all the persons ermployed 
im Hilton’s establishment, No. 11 Spruce street, 
were put under arrest, and a detective was 
placed there, who obtamed for the Marshal a 

escription of every person in the burlding. 
This description was given to the Marshal, who, 
with his assistants, followed the suspected par- 
ties day and mght, and finally saw Hilton and a 
mani of the name of Willams go into a room 
over a lager beer saloon, on the corner of Anu 
and Gold streets. This was on Thursday last, 
and they were arrested as soon as they appesred 
in the street. The Marshal then org2nized his 
forces into sections, and sent one to the corner 
of Ann and Gold streets, and the other fo No. 
11 Spruce street At the former place he dis- 
covered a number of hthograpbic stones for 
printing $100, $50 and $5 Confederate notes, 
with a few ımpressions already made. At No. 
11 Spruce street the detectives also made 2 thor- 
ough search, and got upon thetrack of the rebel 
contractors, although Hilton had exerted himself 
to hide the evidence of his guilt, by pieng is 
forme, and concealing dies, plates and other evi- 
dences of h.s treason 1n tarious parts of the 
city. Sergeant John Young, of the Metropol- 
itan detective force, accompanied ihe Marshal 
and his men to a room--No 27 Park row— 
where they forced an entrance into an apartment 
hired by Hilton for the purpose of “stoting 
goods” In that room they discovered a geo- 
metrical lathe, and a case containing between 
five and six mulions of dollars Confederate 
bonds, and in pigeon holes in the same apart- 
ment they found about one million dollars of 
Confederate notes. The proprietor of the place 
was taken prisoner, but when the authorities 
were satisfied of his innocence he wes released. 
The detectives then made an effort to find the 
man who made the lathe He was found within 
six miles of Newark, New Jersey Heiss ma- 
chinist who has contracts for the United States 
Government slton mduaced him to do the 
work by false representations. He said he 
wanted the lathe for a new bank note company 
wf the style of the Continental, etc. The lathe 
was finished and sent to Hilton about ten days 
ago. Most of the articles designed by Hilton for 
the rebels have been found, and the Marshal is 
in pursuit of those that are undiscovered He 
will bold every man responsible who bes such 
articles in his possession, unless he (the posses- 
sot) aid the authorities by at once revesling 
therr whereabouts, Hilton, and Wilhams, his 
partner, and Anthony, their foreman, have been 
sent to Fort Lafayette. The intercepted letier 
states that the work 1s superbly executed. The 
geometrical lathe, the plates and dies, the 
printed notes and other articles were ready for 
shipment, They were to have been sent to 
Hahfax, thence to Nassau, and thence to the 
Confederate Secretary of the Treasury.— iw

The Underground Raliroad to Dixie—How it was. 
, found ont. 


The plot of New York contraband trade with 
Dixie, intricate as it appesred at one time, hag 
become cousiderably developed by means of 
several strange facts which have come to hght 
within a Short time past. “Divested of all ex- 
traneous matter, the following facts wil) show 
how ıt was done. One Wolf was referred to 
im connection with this-contraband business, 
in onr columns a fewdaysago Wolf is one 
of two brothers, Aaron and George Wolff, who, 
before the commencement of the war, ved in 
this city, but after ıt broke out removed to 
Naggau (N P.) Their agents left bere were 
two gentlemen named Louis Benjamin and A. 
Hoffnung, whose business, it is alleged, was to 
ship the contraband goods for a Southern port 
via Nassau. Some tıme back Benjamin and 
Hoffnung shipped per the brig Gopdhue, & 
cargo of goods for Nassau About two months. 
since a blockade runner, the steamer Margaret 
and Jessie, was captured while attempting to 
run the blockade into Wilmington, and on 
the arrival of the prize at this port a num- 
ber of bales and packages were found on 
board which had been exported to Nassau, 
as beheved, by Benjamin and Hoffnung, per 
the ship Goodhue. It had long been sus- 
pected that this was the method in which 
the contraband business had been worked. 
Benjamin and Hoffnung were conveyed to Fort 
Lafayette. Another gentleman, named Eneas, 
18 algo in the same establishment, charged with 
furmshing ships for the two other prisoners. 
Two more prisoners were afterward sent there 
—J. D Young and J C. Budd—on charges sim- 
ilar to those against Benjamin and Hoffaung. 
There 183 at last reasonable ground for hoping 
that this blockade-ranning business is in a fair 
way of being most effectually squelched, if, in- 
deed, it 1s not done already. In addition to the 
above, another track of the underground route 
hag just been brought to light. Its existence 
to the authorities was fitst made known by 
means of a letter intercepted, it is stated, while 
on its way to Dime, by one of the ships of our 
blockading squadron. At all events, the letter 
found its way into the hands of the authorities 
at Washington The contents, on being laid 
bare, served to show that Winthrop E. Hilton, 
Printer, of No 11 Spruce street, New York, 
was an agent/for the production of Con- 
federate noles and bonds, and that the sad 
Hilton had, indeed, a regular contract with 
Memmunger, the rebel Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, for their manufacture.—. F. Sun, Janu~

A Marine Killed by s Comrade,

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Thess movements were promptly begun on 
the 8th and 9th of September. The reconnois- 
sauce of GeneralCrittenden on the 9th devel- 
oped the fact that the enemy had evacuated 
Chattanooga the day and night previous, and 
his advance tock peaceable possession at one 
o'clock P. x, Eos . 

His whole corps, withits trains, passed around 
the point of Lookout Mountan on the 10th, and 
encamped for the night at Rossville, five miles 
south of Chattanooga. _ 

Daring these operations General Thomas 
pushed his~corps over the mountains at the 
designated points, each division consuming two 
days in the passage.. 

The weight of evidence, gathered from all 
sources, was that Brage was moving on Rome, 
and that his movement commenced on the 6th 
of September General Crittenden was, there- 
fore, directed to hold Chattanooga with one 
brigade, calling all the forces on the north side 
of the Tennessee across, and to follow the 
enemy’s retreat vigorously, anticipating that 
the main body ha Tetired by Ringgoid and 
on. 

Additional information, obtained during the 
afternoon and evemng of the 10th of Septem- 
ber, rendered ıt certam that his mam body had 
retired by the Lafayette road, but uncertain 
whether he had gone far, General Crittenden 
was ordered at 1 o'clock A. mx, on the 11th, to 
proceed to the front and report, directing his 
command to advance only as far as Ringgold, 
and order a reconnoissance to Gordon’s Mulls. 
His report and further evidence satisfied me 
that the masin body of the rebel arthy was in 
the vicinity of Lafayette. 

General Crittenden was, therefore, ordered 
to move his corps with all possible dispatch 
from Ringgold to Gordon’s Mill and communi- 
cate with General Thomas, who had by that 
time reached the eastern foot of Lookout Moun- 
tain. General Cnttenden_ occupied Ringgold 
during the 11th, pushing Wilder's Mounted In- 
fantry as far as Tunnel Hull, skirmishing heavily 
with the enemy’s cavalry. Hazen joined him 
near Ringgold on the 11th, and the whole corps 
moved rapidly and successfully across to Gor- 
don’s Mill on tbe 12th. Wilder, following and 
covering the morement, had a severe fight with 
the enemy at Lett’s tan gara. n 

During the same day the Fourth United States 
Cavalry was ordered to move up the Dry Valley 
road, to discover if the enemy was 1 the prox- 
innty of that road on Crittenden’s mght, and 
open communication with Thomas’ command, 
which, passing over the mountain, was de- 
beuching from Stevens’ and Cooper’s Gaps and 
moving on Lafayette through Dry Gap of Pigeon 
Mountain. 

On the 10th, Negley’s division advanced to 
within a mile of Dug Gap, which he found 
heavily obstructed, and Baird’s division came 
up to lis support, On the morning of the lith 
Negley became satisfied that the enemy wased- 
vancing upon him in heavy force, and perceiv- 
ing thatif he accepted battle in that position he 
would probably be cut off, he fell back after a 
sharp skirmish, in which General Baird’s di- 
vision participated, skilifally covering and se- 
curing their trains, to a strong position in front 
of Stevens’ Gap. On the 12th, Reynolds! and 
Brannan, under ordera to move prompily, 
closed up to the support of these two advanced 


Givisions. 

During the same day General McCook’ had 
reached the vicinity of Alpine, and, with 1m- 
fantry and cavalry, had reconnoitered the 
Broomtowsn Valley to Summerville and ascer- 
tained that the enemy had not retreated on 
Rome, but was concentrating at Lafayette. 

Thus it was ascertained that the enemy was 
concentrating all his forces, both infantry and 
cavalry, behind the Pigeon Mountain, in the vı- 
cinity of Lafayette, while the corps of this 
army were at Gordon’s Mill, Bailey’s Cross- 
roads at the foot of Stevens’ Gap, and at Alpine, 
a distance of forty miles from flank to flank, by 
the nearest practicable roads, and fifty-seven 
miles by the route subsequently taken by the 
Twentieth Army Corps lt had already been 
ascertained that the main body of Johnaton’s 
army had jomed Bragg, and an accumulation of 
Evidence showed that the troops from Virginia 
had reached Atlanta on the lst of the month, 
and that reinforcements were expected soon to 
arrive from that quarter. It was, therefore, a 
matter of hfe and death to effect the 


CONCENTRATION OF THE ARMY. 

General McCook had already been directed to 
support General Thomas, but was now ordered 
to send two brigades to hold Dougherty’s Gap, 
and to join General Thomas with the remainder 
of his command with the utmost celerity, di- 
reeting his march over the road on the top of 
the mountain. He had, with grent prudence, 
already moved his trains back to the rear of 
Little mver, on the mountain, but unfortunately, 
being ignorant of the mountain road, moved 
down the mountain at Winston’s Gap, down 
Lookout Valley to Cooper’s Gap, up the mount- 
ain and down again, closing up with General 
Thomas on the 17th, and having posted Davis 
at Brooks’, m front of Dug Gap, Johnson at 
Pond Spring, in front of Catlett's Gap, and 
Sheridan at the foot of Stevens’ Gap. 

As soon as General McGook’s corps arrived, 
General Thomas moved down the Chickamauga 
toward Gordon’s Mili. Meanwhile, to bring 
General Crittenden within reach of General 
Thomas, and beyond the danger of separation, 
he was withdrawn from Gordon's 3i) on the 
14th, and ordered to take post on the southern 
spur of Missionary Ridge, his right communi- 
cating with General Thomas, where he remained 
until General McCook had effected a junction 
with General Thomas. 

Minty, with his cavalry, reconnoitered the en- 
emy on the 15th, and reported him in force at 
Dalton, Ringgold, Letts and Rock Springs 
Church. The head of General McCook’s col- 
umn being reported near the same day, General 
Crittenden was ordered to return to bis old po- 
aifion at Gordon’s Mill, his hne resting along 
the Chickamauga via Crawfish Springs. 

Thus, on the evening of the 17th, the troops 
were substantially within supporting distance 
Orders were given at once to move the whole 
line northeastward, down the Chickamauga, 
with s view to coveringthe Lafayette road to- 
ward Chattanooga, and facing the most practi- 
cable route to the enemy’s front, 

The pomtion of our troops and the narrow- 
neas of the roads retarded our movements. 
During the day, while they were in progress, 
our cavalry under Colonel Minty was attacked 
on the left, in the vicinity of Reed’s bridge, and 
Wilder’s Mounted Infantry were attacked by 
infantry, and driven into the Lafayette road.

to proceed with ell dispatch, and General Me- 
Cook to close up to Crawfish Springs as Baty fa 
Thomas’ column was ent of the way. Thomas 
pushed forward uninterrap‘edly during ihe 
night, and at daylight the head of his column 
had reached Kelley’s house, on the Lafayette 
road, where Baird’s division was posted. Bran- 
nan tollowed, snd was posted on Baird’s left, 
covering the roads leading to Reed’s and Alex- 
ander’s bridges. 

At this point Colonel McCook, of General 
Granger's command, who had made a recon- 
nossance to the Chickamauga the evening be- 
fore, and had burned Reed’s bridge, met Gen- 


| eral Thomas and reported that an isolated brig- 


ade of the enemy was this side of the Chicka- 
mauga, and the bridge being destroyed, a rapid 
movement in that direction might result in the 
capture of the force thus isolated. 

General Thomas ordered Brannan with two 
bngades to reconnoiter in that direction and at- 


i tack any small force he should meet. The ad- 


vance brigade, supported by the rest of the dr- 
vision, soon encountered a strong body of the 
enemy, attacked it vigorously and drove it back 
more than halfa mile, where a very strong col- 
umn of the enemy was found, with the evident 
intention of turning our left and gaining posses- 
sion of the Lafayette road between us and Chat-

General Crittenden, with great good sense, 
had already dispatched Palmer’s, reporbinggthe 
fact to me, and received my approval, The en- 
emy returned our attack, apd was driving back 
Baird’s right, m disorder, when Johnson struck 
the attacking column, in flank, and drove it 
back more than half a mile, until his own nghit 
was overlapped and in imminent danger of be- 
ing turned, when Palmer, coming in on John- 
son’s right, threw ns division against the enemy 
and drove bacWhis advance columns 

Palmer’s right was soon overlapped, when 
Van Cleve’s division came to bis support, but 
was beaten back, when Reynolds’ division came 
an, and was m turn overpowered. 
vision came into the fight then most oppor- 
tunely, and drove the enemy, who soon, how- 
ever, developed a superior force against his hne, 
aud pressed him so sevegely that he was givin,

At3 p.m. General McCook was ordered to 


send Sheridan’s division to support our lme| B 


near Wood and Davis, directing Lytle’s brigade 
to hold Gordon’s Mill, our extreme right. Sher- 
ydan also arrived opportunely to save Wood 
from disaster, aud the rebel tide was thoroughly 
stayed in that quarter £ 

Meanwhile, the roar of musketry in our center 
grew louder, and evidenti approached head- 
quarters at Widow Glenu’s house, until musket 
balls came meee ana shells buret about 1t. Onr 
center was beng driven. 

Orders were ontto General Negley to move 
hbis division from Crawfish Springs and above, 
where he ‘had been holding the line of the 
Chickamauga to Widow Glenn’s, to be held in 
reserve, to give succor wherever 1t might be re- 
quired, at 43 r. x. He reported with his din- 
sion, and as the Indications that our center was 
being driven became clearer, he was dispatched 
in that direction, and soon found the enemy 
had dislodged Van Cleva from the lme, and was 
forming there even while Thomas was driving 
his right Orders were promptly given Negley 
to attack him, which he soon did, and drove 
him steadily until night closed the combat, 

General Brannav, having repulsed the enem 
on our extreme left, was sent by General 
Thomas to support the center, and at night 
tock a position on the mght of Reynolds. 

Colonel Wilder’s brigade of mounted infantry 
occupied during the day a position on the La- 
fayette road, one mile north of Gordon’s Mall, 
where he had taken position on the afternoon 
previcus, when, contesting the ground step b 
step, he had been driven by the enemy’s ad 
vance from Alexander’s bridge. 

Minty’s cavalry had been ordered from the 
same position about noon of the 19th, to report 
to Major General Granger, at Rossville, which 
he did at daylight on the 20th, and was posted 
near Mission Mills, to hold in check the enemy’s 
cavalry on their right, from the direction of 
Ringgold and Greysville. 

The reserve corps covered the approaches 
from the Chickamauga toward Rosaville and the 
extension of our left. 

The roar of battle hushed in the darkness of 
night, and our troops, weary with a mght of 
marching and a day of fighting, rested on ther 
arms, having everywhere maintained their po- 
sitions, developed the enemy, and gained 
thorough command of the Rossville and Dry 
valley roads, while our cavalry covered the Mis- 
sionary Ridge and the valley of the Chattanooga 
creek, into which latter place our spare trains 
had been sent on Friday, the 18th. 

We also had indubitable evidence of the pres- 
ence of Longstreet’s corps and Johnson's forces, 
by the capture of prisoners from each. And 
the fact that at the close of the day we had 
present but two brigades which had not been 
opportunely and squarely in action, opposed to 
superior numbers of the enemy, assured us that 
we were greatly outnumbered, and that the 
battle the next day must be for the safety of 
the army and the possession of Chattanooga, 


THE BATTLE OF THE TWENWETH. 

During the evening of the 19th the corps com- 
manders were assembled at headquarters at 
Widow Glenn’s house, the reports of the posi- 
tions and condition of their Zommands heard, 
and orders given for the dispomtion of the 
troops for tbe following day. 

Thomas’ Corps, with the troops winch had 
reinforced him, was to maintain substantially 
his present hne, with Brannan in reserve 

McCook, maintaming his picket line til ıt 
was driven in, was to close on Thomas, his 
night refused, and covering the position at 
Widow Glenn’s “house, and Crittenden to hare 
two divisiofs in reserve near the junction vf 
NeCook’s and Thomas’ hnes, to be able to suc- 
cor either. 

Plans having been explained, written orders 

ven to each, and read in the presence of all, 
the weaned corps commanders returned about 
midaight to their commands. 7 

No firing took place durmg the night The 
troops had assumed position when day dawned. 
The sky wag red and sultry. The atmosphere 
and all the woods enveloped in fog and smoke 
As soon as it was sufficiently light, I proceeded, 
accompanied by General Garfield and some 
aids, to inspect the hnes 

I found General McCook’s right too far upon 
the crest, and General Davis in reserve on a 
wooded hill side west of and parallel to the Dry 
Valley road. I mentioned these defects to the 
General, desiring Davis’ division to be brought 
down at once, moved more to the left and placed 
m close column by division doubled ın the cen- 
ter in a sheltered position. 

I found General Crittenden’s two divisions 
massed at the font of the same hill, in the valley, 
aud called his attention to it, desiring them to 
be moved further to the left 

General Thomas’ troops were in the position 
indicated, except Palmer’s hne was to be closed 
more compactly. 

Satisfied that the enemy’s first attempt would 
be on our left, orders were dispatched to Gen- 
eral Negley to jom General Thomas, and to 
Genera? McCook to reliere Negley. Returning 
to the right I found Negiey had not moved, nor 
were McCook’s troops coming in to reheve him 
Neeley was preparing to withdraw his two bri- 
gades from the line. He was ordered to send 
bisreserve brigade immediately and follow t 
with the others only when relieved on the hne 
of battle. General Crittenden, whose troops 
were nesrest, was ordered to fill General Neg- 
ley’a place at once, and General McCook was 
notified of this order growing out of the neces- 
sity of promptly sending Negley to Thomas. 

„Proceeding tothe extreme rigbt, I felt the 
disadvantages of its position, mentioned them 
to General McCook, and, when J left him, en- 
joined on him that ıt was an indispensable ne- 
cessity that we should keep closed to the left, 
and that we must do so at all hazards. 

On my return to the position of General Ne- 
gley, I found to my astonishment that General 
Onttenden had not relieved him, Wood’s divis- 
ion haying reached the position of Negley’s re- 
servo. Peremptory orders were given to repair 
this, snd Wood’s troops moved into position; 
but this delay subsequently proved of serious 
consequence. The battle began on the extreme 


left at 837.4, N., and it was 917 o'clock when 
Negley was relieved. E 
An Aid armving from General Thomas re- 


questing that Negley’s remaining brigades be 
sent forward as speedily as possible to succor 
the left, General Crittenden waa, ordered to 
move Van Cleve with all posarble dispatch, to a 

ogition in the rear of Wood, who closed in on 

rannan's right. General McCook was ordered 
to more up to closein on Wood, and fill an 
opening in the hine. er 

On my return from an examination of the 
groundin the rearof our left center, I found, 
to my surprise, that General Van Cleve was 
posted in line of battle on a high ridge, much 
too far to the rear to give immediate support to 
the main hne of battie, and General Davis in 
hne of battle in rear of the ridge occupied by 
General Negley’s reserve in the morning. Gen- 
eral Crittenden was ordered to move Van Cleve 
at once down the Inll to a better position, and 
General Davis was also ordered to close up the 
support of the line near Wood's right. ` 

The battle, in the meanwhile, roured with in- 
creasing fury and approach from the left to the 
center. Tiyo Aids armved successively within 
a few minutes from General Thomas, aslong for 
reinforcements. The first was directed to say 
thet General Negley had already gone and 
should be nearly at hand at that time, and that 
Brannan’s reserve brigade was available. The 
other was directed to say that General Van 
Cleve would at once be sent to his assistance, 
which was accordingly done. 

A messzge from General Thomas soon fol- 
lowed that he was heanly pressed, Captain Kel- 
logg, A. D. C., the hearer, informing me at the 
samə time that General Brannan was out of line, 
and General Reynolds’ right was exposed. 
Orders were dispatched to General Wood to 
close upon Reynolds, and word was sent 
General Thomas that he should be supported, 
even if it took away the whole corps of Critten- 
den and McCook. 

General Davis was ordered to close on Gèn- 
eral Wood, and General McCook was advised 
of the atate of affairs, and ordered to close his 
whole command to the left mth all dispatch. 

General Wood, overlooking the direction to 
close up” on General Reynolds, supposed he 
was to support him, by withdrawing from the 
line and passing to the rearof Generel Brannan, 
who, 1t appears, was not out of line, but was in 
echelon, and shghtly in rear of Reynolds’ right

Thus Davis’ twa brigades, one of Van Cleve’s, 
and Sheridan’s entire division were driven from 
the field, and the remaimder, consisting of the 
divisions of Baird, Johnson, Palmer, Reynolds, 
rannan aud Wood, two of Negley’s brigades 
and one of Yan Cleve’s, were lett to sustain the 
conflict against the whole power of the rebel 
army, which, desisting from pursuit on the 
nent, concentrated their whole effort to destroy 
em 
At the moment of the repulse of Davis’ diyi- 
sion, I was standing 19 the rear of hig night, 
waiting the completion of the “clomng of Mc 
Cook’s corpa to the left Seeing confusion 
among Van Cleve’s troops and the distance 
Davis’ men were falhng back, and the tide of 
battle surging towards us, the urgency for 
Sheridan’s troops to intervene became imm- 
nent, and I hastened in person to the extreme 
right to direct Sheridan’s movement on the 
flank of the advancing rebels It was too late 
The crowd of returning troops rolled back, and 
the enemy advanced. Giving the troops direc- 
tons to rally behind the ndge west of the Dry 
Valley road, I passed down it, accompamed by 
General Garfield, Major McMichael and Major 
Bond of my staff, and a few of the escort, under 
a shower of grape, canister and musketry, for 
two or three hundred yards, and attempted. to 


y | rejoin General Thomas and the troops sent to 


his stipport, by passing to the rear of the 
broken portion of our hne, but found the routed 
troops far toward the left, and heanaog the 
enemy’s advancing musketry and cheers, I be- 
came doubtful whether the left had held its 
ground, and I started for Rossville’ On con 
sultation and further reflection, however, I de- 
termined to send General Garfield there, while 
I went to Chattancoga to give orders for the se- 
curity of the pontoon bridges at Battle creek 
and Bridgeport, and to make preliminary dispo- 
sition either to forward ammunition and sup- 
plies, should weghold our ground, or to with- 
raw the troops 4nto good position 

General Garfield dispatched me from Ross- 
ville that theleft and center still heldats ground 
General Granger had gone to its support Gen- 
eral Shemdan had ralhed his division and was 
advancing toward the same point, and General 
Dayis was going up the Dry Valley road to our 
right. General Garfield proceeded to the front 
remained there until the close of the fight, and 
dispatched me the trrumphant defense our 
troops there made against the assaults of the 
enemy 

THR FIGHT OW THB LEFT, 

after 2 r. x , was that of the army. Never, in 
the history of this war at least, have troops 
fought with greater energy and determination 
Bayonet charges, often heard of but seldom 
seen, were repeatedly made by brigades and 
regiments, ia several of our divisions 

After the yielding and severance of the di- 
visions of the right, the enemy bent all efforts 
to break the solid portion of our Ime Under 
the pressure of the rebel onset the flanks of the 
line were gradually rehired until they occupied 
strong advantageous ground, giving to the 
whole a flattened crescent shape 

From 1 to half-past 3 o’clock the unequal con- 
test was sustained throughout our line. Then 
the enemy, in overpowermg numbers, flowed 
around our right, held by General Brannan, 
and occupied a low gap in the ridge of our de- 
fensive position, which commanded our rear 
The moment was critical, Twenty minutes 
more and our right would have been turned, 
our position taken in reverse, and probably the 
army routed. 

Fortunately Major General Granger, whose 
troops had been posted to cover our feft and 
rear, with the instinct of a true soldier and a 
General, hearing the roar of bafile on onr left, 
and being beyond the reach of orders from the 
General commanding, determined to move toits 
agsistance He advanced aud soon enéountered 
the enemy’s skirmishers whom he disregerded, 
well knowing that, at that stage of the conflet 
the battle was not there. Posting Colonel Dan- 
iel MeCook’s brigade to take care of anything 
un the yicinity and beyond the left of our line, 
he moved the remainder to the scene of action, 
reporting to General Thomas, who directed him 
to our suffering right 

Arrived in sight, General Granger discovered 
at oncé the peril and the point of danger—the 
gap, and, quick as thought, he directed his ad- 
vance brigade upon the enemy General Stead- 
man, taking a remmental color, led the column. 
Swift was the charge and termble the conflet, 
but the enemy was broken. A thousand of our 
brave men, killed and wounded, paid for its pos- 
session—but we held the gap 

Two divisions of Longstreets corps con- 
fronted the ‘position. Determined to take if, 
they successively came to the assault A bat- 
tery of six guns, placed m the gorge, poured 
death and slaughter mto them ‘They charged 
to within a few yards of the pieces, but our 
grape and canister, and the leaden hail of our 
musketry, dehvered in sparing but terrible vol- 
leys from cartridges taken, ın many instances, 
from the boxes of their fallen companions, was 
too much eyen for Longstreet’s men About 
sunset they made their ast charge, when our 
men being ont of ammunition rushed on them 
with bayonet, and they gave way to return no 
more. i 

The fury of the conflict was nearly as great 
on the fronts of Brannan and Wood, being less 
furious toward the left. Buta column of the 
enemy had made its way to near our left and to 
the right of Colonel McCook’s position, Ap- 
prised of this, General Thomas directed Rey- 
nolds to move his division from its position, 
and, pointing out the rebels, told him to go in 
there 

To save time, the troops of Reynolds were 
faced by the rear ‘rank, and moved with the 
bayonet ata double quick, and with a shout 
walked over the rebels, eapinring some five 
hundred. Ths closed the battle of the 20th. 
At nightfall the enemy had been repulsed atong 
the whole line, and sunk into quietude, without 
attempting to renew the combat. 

General Thomas, considermg the excessive 
labors of the troops, the scarcity of ammuni- 
tion, food and water, and having orders from 
the General commanding to use his discretion, 
determined to retire on Rossville, where they 
arrived in good order, took post before morn- 
lng, receiving supphes from Chattenooga, and 
offering the enemy battle during all the next 
day, and repulsing his reconsoissance_ On the 
night of the 21st we withdrew from Rossville, 
took firm possession of the objective point of 
our campaigu—Chattanooga—and prepared to 
hold at 

The operstions cf the cavalry during the bat- 
tles on the 19th were very important General 
Mitchell, with three brigades, covered our nght 
flank along the line of the Chickamauga, above 
Crawfish Springs, against the. combined efforts 
of the great body of the rebel cayslry, whose 
attempts to cross the stream they several times 
repulsed. 

Vilder fought dismounted near the center, 
intervening two or three times with mountain 
howitzers and Spencer rifles very opportunely. 

On the 20th Minty covered our left and rear 
at Missionary Muls, and later in the day on the 
Ringgold road. Shes 

General Mitchell, with his three brgades, 
covered our extreme right, and with Wilder, 
after its repulse, extended over Missionary 
Ridge, held the whole country to the base of 
Lookout Mountain, and all our trains, ertallery, 
caigsong and spare wagons, sent there for greater 
safety, retiring from the field. He was joined 
by Post’s brigade of Davis’ division, which had 
not closed on the army, and wag not i0 ection. 

On the 21st the cavalry still covered onr right 
as securely as before, fighing and holding at 
bay very superior numbers. The number of 
cavalry combats during the whole campaiga 
haye been numerous, and the successes as nu- 
merous, but the army could not have dispensed 
ith those of the 19th, 20th and 21st,

fired fewer shots than at Stone river, but with 
even greater effect I-cannot but congratulate 
the country on the rapid improvement evinced 
in this arm of the service. Our loss of pieces 
19, in part, attributable to the rough, wooded 
ground in which we fonght, and the want of ex- 
perience in posting artillery, and partly to the 
nuequal nature of the contest, our infantry be- 
mg heavy outnumbered. 

For the details of these achons, the innumer- 
able instances of distinguished bravery, skill 
and gallantry displayed by officers ct every 
rauk, and above all for self-reliant, cool and 
steady coursge displayed by the soldiers of the 
army, 1n all arms, in many instances even shim- 
ing above that of their officers, I must refer to 
the accompanying reports of the corps, division, 
brigade, regimental and battery commanders

This is a fearful increase, 
and if it continues annually will soon ran the 
number of insane patients to & thousand. With 
that number the Insane Asylum buildings 
would require enlarging to about three times 
their present capacity. Of the 490 who were 
in the Asylum in December, 1862, 340 were re- 
ported to be incurable, 97 unfavorable, and 
only 67 whose prospect for recovery Was con- 
sidered fair. Upon the rapid increase of pa- 
tients the Board of Directors remark : 


As aneconomical meamre (and one, too, which will 
doubtless be-fuund the moat difficult so to frame as to 
be practiczl and effective), by far the mest important is 
the adoption of some plan to arrest the truly appalilog 
increase of patients The most obvious and direct way 
of obtaining this end is in the adoption of such meas- 

4 nres as will increase the cures and diminish the admis- 
sions, For the accomplishment of the former object, 
meang have already been inaugurated; but to effect 
the latter, some reformation is necessary. Any pro- 
yiston which will rigidly exclude from the institution all 
such, in the trae meaning of the law, ag are not entitled 
to i'a benefits, would produce the desired result. A 
“member of this Board has been called upon, in his pro- 
fessional capacity, to examine persons charged with 
insani.y, who exhibited mentalaberration from typhoid 
fever, and frequently from that very common malady, 
delirlum tremens. Such persons are temporarily of 
ungoro mind, and ofen unsafe to be at large, but 
they are notznsane, 12 the technical sense, nor ix the 
Statutory use of the term,and are consequently not 
the proper subjects for commitment to the Insane Asy- 
lum, yet zucceseful efforts are made to send such cases 
to the Insane Asylum of Califorata An English 
author has sald, if we make the defioition of insaniy 
too wide, the whole human race may be involved in it. 

In the above statement the Directors give the 
real cause of the crease of persons reporied 
to be insane. Itis caused by sending those to 
the Asylum who are nof, in the true meaning of 
the term,insane The remedy suggested is the 
adoption of a system which will “increase the 
cures and diminish the admissions.” ‘ Mental 
aberrations from typhoid” and from ** delirium 
tremens,” in the opinion of the Directors, do 
not produce the kind of insanity the Asylum 
was intended to cure. 

Of the msnuer in which the Resident Physi- 
cian and his assistants have discharged their 
duties, the Directors say: 


We take pleasure jn testifying tothe ability and un- 
remitting devotion with which the Resident Physician 
applies himself to the discharge of bis onerous and Ya- 
ried duties, as also to the fidelity and real of bis med- 
ical assistants in their attentions to the patients. In 
fact, we can speak in terms of unqualified approbation 
ef all the employes of tha institution, both as to their 
fitness for the several stations they have been ealled to 
Al, aad the manner in which their respective duties are 
performed. -. 


The amount appropristed for the Insane 
Asylum last session was 354,000; the expendi- 
tures have overrun that amount for the first 
quarter of the fifteenth fiscal year in the sum of 
$6,584 97. For the months of May, June, July, 
August and September, the accounts allowed 
averaged a little over $12,000 a month, which if 
cemtinued through the year would increase the 
cost of the Insane Asylum to over $150,000 a 
year. But it should be noted that in the six 
months heginning in Apri) last, the Treasurer 
hag charged $15,711 78 as the sum paid as dis- 
count on the sale of Controller’s warrants. 
They were sold from 7737 to 78 cents on the 
dollar. This illustrates the miserable system 
upon which the Suances of the State sre now 
from necessity administered. Jt shows, too, 
how imperatively the Legislature is called upon 
to provide the means to bring the State back to 
the cash system. i 

The last session of the Legislature elected a 
Board of Visiting Physicians, composed of J. 
P. Whitney, John F. Morse and Lorenzo Hub- 
bard. Under the law they were required to 
visit the Asylum semi-onnually, which duty 
they performed. The majority of the Board, 
Whitney and Morse, sign a msjority, while 
Hubbard, who 13 a member of the Assembly, 
presents a minority report. He concurred manly 
in the report of the majority; but, as he was a 
member of the Legislatare elect, did not think 
it proper tojoin in recommendations upon which 
he might be called to act. The majority report 
says of the Asylum that much must be done. be- 
fore California can claim a high and desirable 
rank in civilization and progress. ‘Like most of 
the public institutions. of the State, too much 
money hes been expended for the good accom- 
plished. The location of the Asylum the re- 
port considers as unfavorable. We quote as 
follows: 


The majority of the Board found much to la- 
ment in.connection with the management, 
but nothing to censure. The defects are at- 
tributed to want of room and lack of means to 
accomplish the ends contemplated. The efforts 
of the Board of Directors and of the Superim- 
tendent to make the institution as near what it 
should be as possible, are highly commended. 
The great cry from all sources is for more 
space—more wards where the insane can be 
properly treated. They also think the Legisla- 
tare will, when 1t fally understands the double 
duties which are discharged by the Resident 
Physician, restore so much of his salary as was 
cut off by the Act of last Winter. 

In his report the Resident Physician says the 
current expenses have not, in cash, exceeded 
the estimates. Of the financial system under 
which the Asylum 1s administered he remarks : 

It is disgraceful as well as embarrassing in the ad- 
ministration of the inatitation, for the Treasurer to ba 
required to knock at the doors of capitalists fram time 
to time and beg for loans at enormous rates of intereat, 
or go into the market and his warrants at ruinous 
discount, in order to maintain a State charity. There 
ig no reason why stich a demaud should not be met in 
California as in other States, by means cf an Insane 
Asylam tax,or by a special appropriation from the 
General Fund, The reason heretofore offered agains: 
such a measure, ‘that It is not right to mabe an institu- 


tion of the kind a preferred creditor of the State,” can- 
not be supported against auch an imperative necessity. 


The objects to be secured by the. establish- 
ment of Insane Asylums he enumerates as 
follows : 


First—To protect socle'y against the acts of Insane 
persons, Benynd—To guard the victims of Insanity 
against vergonal injuries to themselves; and Third—To 
afford the best pozsitle mezns for the.comfort szd re- 
covery of all thus affi'cted, not one of which is sub- 
seryed by tha admissfon of thosa haylog no fitness 
ocher thaa bad ptysfcal health and a state of miod 
simpy too fectle to en*incer a hesiness of fe. Such

Daring the past Sammer the Resident Physi- 
cian visited the East, and examined the Asylums 
of other States to observe their construction 
and management. Re speaks of a number con- 
sidered model institutions , but in the manage- 
ment of insane patients the system adopted 
does not differ materially from the one adopted 
at Stockton. The great advantage those Asy- 
lums possess over that of California is io be 
found in the larger apace allowed to each insane 
patient. Into a ward, which in the Eastern 
Asylums would be occupied by fifteen to twenty, 
over a hundred would be crowded at Stockton. 
Humanity would seem to demand more space 
for the accommodation of patients in the Cali- 
fornia Asylum. 


THE NEW DRAFT. 


The President appears to be determined to 
have soldiers enough for the work of the Spring 
campaign, The term of service of most of cur 
veteran troops will not expire until the latter 
part of July, as they did not enlist until after 
the battle of Bull Run in July, 1861. The very 
heavy bounties, combined with patriotic con- 
siderations, have induced many of these war- 
hardened soldiers to re-enlist and assist in 
finishing the rebellion. The last call for volun- 
teers has been responded to in certain States, 
but not fully answeredin others. Agamessure 
of precaution, therefore, the President gives 
notice of the enforcement of a draft to insure 
the decisive superiomty of our armies in the 
coming campsign. Notwithstandmmg the num- 
ber of fugitives from the rebel conscription, it 
ig assumed by the National Government that 
Jefi. Davis will be able to force into his service 
asufficient number of men to make a deter- 
mined struggle to save the rebel cause. Davis 
and his accomphees have everything at 
stake, and we have to deal with des- 
perate men. Whatever may he the ex- 
tent of the difficulties in “the region still 
under the sway of the insurgent leaders, this 
final effort to raise armies will have all the en- 
ergy of military despotism stimulated by the 
desperation of ambitious criminals who are con- 
scious that they have reached the crisis of tbar 
career. They will not hesitate to set aside for 
the time all their theories of State sovercignty, 
nor to ruthlessly trample upon individual rights 
They must have men to fill up the shattered 
ranks of Lee, Beauregard and Johnston, and 
they will take what they need. The material 
obtained by this despotic process, however, will 
probably be of poor and untrustworthy quality, 
without the hesrt to contend against the earn- 
eat, brave and disciplined regiments of Meade, 
Grant and Banks. 

The President is wise in providing all the 
force that is likely to be required, and adopting 
every precaution that may contribute to the tri- 
umphant result of the Spring campaign. The 
nation expects that the war shall be terminated 
before the next Fourth of July, and believes 
that the work can be accomplished. The finances 
of the Government demand that no effort shall 
be spared to achieve that result. The country 
is wealthy and able ta sustain the burden of s 
great war, but the drain of blood and treasure 
iş enormous, and the people begin to feel the 
increase of taxation. We are anindustrial peo- 
ple with a grand mission to fulfill in carrying 
out peacefal enterprises and internal :mprove- 
ments. The war is not only absorbing life and 
property, but diverting the attention of the ns- 
tion from the arts of pesce and that develop- 
ment of our magnificent resources which has 
been the glory of the repubhe. Therefore, it 
should be «cause for congratulation that the 
President is determined to call forth such 
a representation of the military strength 
of the loyal States as will insure the speedy 
and victorious conclusion of the contest. The 
progress made during this Winter has not real- 
ized public anticipation, but naw that the want 
of men in the Department of the South and the 
Department of the Gulf is hkely to be supplied, 
we may expect Banks and Gumore to complete 
the recovery of the Southern ports, Our armies 
in Virginia and Tennessee will be raised to a 
strength which will render their sdvance irre- 
mstible, especially if the chief direction be given 
to Generel Grant. The new order for a draft 
signifies, in short, a more vigorous prosecution 
of the war on all sides, with a view tos quick 
termination of the strife, the relief of the rebela 
from the agony of maintaining a hopeless cause, 
the rehef of the nation from the horrors of a 
fratricidal conflict, and the resumption of that 
career of peaceful industry which was working 
out the settlement aud civilization of a con- 
tinent when interrupted by bold, bad men 
three years ago.

Iathe debate on Saturday, in relation ta 
the bauance of boids hf the Supervisors of Del Norte 
county, for cetin purposes, hs colleague (Mr Hale) 
made te follew.ng remarks, as reported by the Txi0%: 

“Nr Eats cpposed the principle of county and 
Stata sabacriptions ta public enterprises, Herelated 
that he was present last Winter ta listen to the debate 
on alowing Pacer county the honer of subscribing 
3350,000 ro the Conrail Pacific Kaliroad, and expressed 
his dissent as to the vallifty of tha arguments used in 
itsfavor Tne hulwasp , and a quarter of a million 
was saddled upon that county against the unanimous 
oppositon and protest of the property holders and 
solki men of the couaty. When it was about to be 
submitted to the people, men not belonging to the 
county were busiiy engaged electioneering in favor of 

that rall-oad, viding through the county in fine car- 
riages, and scattering money broadcast to secure ita 

A pesa were found to have money tå spend 
who were ‘never known to have money before; and 
they carrikd the election by 500 majority. So Placer 
county now hal the łono: of paylog a quarter of a 
million ucllars, with taxes for the interest thereof at 
eight per conb. for twenty years, and for wha$? For 
railroad stock which was not worth five centa,ifit could 
be placed in the marhet,”” 

As one, Mr. Yers continued, who had the honor of 
representing Pla-er couaty last year in the otber 
branch of tha Legulature, and as having been mainly 
instrumental, pettaps, In carrying that bill througa 
that body, he fels called cpomte reply to the imputation 
cast upon him personally a8 well as upon the people of 
Placer county atcarge, His oollesgus stated that the

there wag untras in fact. This question partook more 
ofa poltica!l character when under diseasgion amongst 
the pecple than anything else, the “Democratic party 
hanag made it atest question, The Union party was 
generally in favor ofit; and the majority which esrried 
the measure wag very nesriy the same as Me Unon 
majority whereby his colleague obtained his seat on 
this floor. Why his colleague had traveled out of bis 
coure to make such statements, ard to misrepresent 
the people cf Piace- ccunty, he was at a oss to com- 
prekeni Je had taken hin by surprise; and he re- 
grettcd that his ¢le2gue was nat present this mo-ning, 
or that he had not been present to answer immediately 
the charges here made, The charge wagmade that 2,500 
voters of Piacer county had been bought ilke sheep in 
the shaubles, persuaded by money te cast their votes 
In favor cf this nrogosition. As a representative of a 
por'fon of the loyal people of Placer county he denied 
the charga and hurled it back. The imputation was 
groundless in every respect. Never wass proposal lon 
more candidly and faicty discugaed before the people 
bean th's. Toe peeple of Placer county, In voting 
for ft, wera gaversed by no selfish motives, but ex- 
pressed their desire to aseistin the great National enter- 
prise which wag to bind usto our brethren of the East, 
andto cipel forever the idea of a Pacific Republ.c. 
The Isyal peop:s of Placer were equally desirous with 
the rest of California to reap tha advantages of this 
enterprise, ani until its benefits should be felt they 
were williog to tear thelr buriien, as good citizens 
should, The mass of Union men who voted for the 
proposition were is*elligent men who had a high regard 
for their action when they went to the ballot box upon 
a proposition affecting the material interests of the 
eonnty and country.

THE CONTROVERSY BETWEEN THE LONDON 
TIMES AVD COBDEN. 


A controversy bags been in progress between 
Richard Cobden and the London Times, grow- 
ing out of comnients made by the latter on the 
late speeches of Cobden and Bnght at Roch- 
dale. The correspondent of the New York 
Tribune, writing from London, December 1th, 
thus refers to it: 


In my last letter I wrote to some extent of 
Cobden’s controversy with the Temes, Having 
been protracted throughout the week, and oc- 
cupied, with all its belongings, a prod&nous

papers is prolific of other shyly-intimated 
te good things” setting In the same direction.

Abont hig recent quarrel. On Monday last 
he dropped the anonymous, as intimated, and 
refusing to attack a cloud, a grest imperson- 
ality, the bogus thunderer or Salmonens of 
Printing House Square, with all its traditional 
power and prestige at its back, assailed Delane 
Esquire, of No. 15 Serjeants Inn, by name, pub- 
hshing a letter to him in the plucky Morning 
Silar. Therem congratulating himself on the 
fact that the Zares, possessing “probably one- 
tenth of our diurnal journalism,” does not en- 
joy 2 monopoly of publicity, and therefore could 
not suppress ns letter by refusing ıt insertion, 
he proceeded to buamess by demo ishing ita in- 
solent assumption that because its hbels had not 
been immediately answered they must be taken 
ag proven, Furthermore he repeated bis ar- 
raigoment, more strenuously than before To 
whch John T. Delane Temes Esquire replied by 
filling Ins paper, day after day, with nearly a 
page of opinions favorable to itself, and denun- 
ciatory and defamatory of its opponent, in 
which he has persisted throughout the week. 
As Falstaff offered Bardolph for a secutity for 
“an honest taking-up ” of a commodity of cloth, 
ag the proverb asserts that “any stick is good 
enough to beat a dog,” so the Times eagerly 
availed itself of all accessories after the fact. 
Everybody was welcome, from its fellow 
libeler, the Saturdcy Meveler, down to Srilly 
Islands Serpent, the Stoke Pogis Ner:bbler, or 
the Ble of Dog? Daily, Never was such a 
rash to the rescue of a literary garrotier and the 
mobbing of the resisting victim. OF course the 
London press, with one or two noble exceptions, 
improved the opportunity, for, hating the Zemes 
ag 1t universally does, 1t yet hates Cobden and 
Bright much more. Accordingly, it formed 
itself into what a humorous correspondent 
of the Daily News denominates ‘a ragged me- 
tropolitan body guard” to the leading jour- 
nal, comprising—I quote his description, sup- 
plying elucidations— a pious pot-boy (the Ad- 
tertiar), & scavenger with the largest crossing 
in the world ‚the Zlegruph\, a valet with a 
valef’s vocabulary and vanity ithe Morning 
Pot}, a monster bill slicker and a nightman,”’ 
ithe Héera’d and Standard} “If,” adda the 
hvely writer, “the Zémes had assembled all the 
street organs around the window of his most 
timate enemy, he could hardly have inflicted 
4 more intolerable nuisance upon a quiet and 
inoffenmve pubhe.” I need not remark that, 
with its characteristic fairness, nothing on the 
other side of the question was permitted to ap- 
pear in the Zimes.

If I have, as some favorable critics are pleased 
to think, sometimes spoken with clearness, 1t 
is more owing to this ever present fear of mis- 
representation than any other cause; it is thus 
that the most noxious things in life may have 
their uses. 

When in my speech at Rochdale I canie to 
touch upon the subject of the land the thought 
instantly flashed through my brain—and none 
but the public speaker knows with what veloc- 
ity Mought moves when in the presence of four 
thousand listeners—that I was dealing with a

ngiand unknown elsewhere, and that the en- 
emy would raise the ery of agrarianism against 
me, and hence my denunciation of agrarian 
outrage, which will be found in the following 
extract Had I been inspired with the faculty 
of second sight, to have foreseen the editor of 
the Tures sitting bodily penning Ins eriticism 
on my speech, I could not have more completely 
refuted and confounded beforehand the charge 
now brought against me.

Now, I hope I shall not be considered revolutionary, 
berause at my age Ido not want revolutions, They 
wiil not serye me, I am sure, or anybody that belongs 
tome Faglard msy comparever) favorably with most 
other countries, if you draw the Hne in society tolerably 
high, and if you compare the condition of the rich and 
the upper classes of this country, or a consid-rable 
portion of the middle classes, with the same classes 
abroad. I do not think arich man, barring the climate, 
which is not very good, could be very much happier 
anywhere else than In England; but when my oppo- 
nents treat this question of the franchise as one thatis 
likely to bring the masses of the pecple down from 
their present statė to the level of other countnes, I say 
that I have traveled in most civilized countries, and 
that the masses of the people of this country do not 
compare so favorably with the mavses of other countries 
as I conid wish. I find in other countries a greater 
number of people with property than there are ia 
England. I do not know a Protestant ccuntry in the 
world where the masses of the people are so illiterate 
agin England These sre not bad tests of the condition 
of a people, Itisno ase of your talking of your army 
and navy, your exports and your iImports—it is no use 
telling me vou have a small portion of your pe ple 
exceediacly wellof Iwantto pring the test toa com- 
porison of the majority of the people wiha majority 
of the people in other countries, Now, I aty, with re 
gard to some things In foreign countries, we do not com 
pare favorably The condivon of the English peasantry 
has no parallel on the face cf the earth Hear!) You 
have no other peasantry but that of Enmand which 
is entirely divorced from the land There js no other 
country in the world where you will not find men hold- 
ing the ploi and turning up the furrow upon thelr ewn 
frechold.

You will observe in the above passage from 
my apoen, taken from your own report, that I 
use the worda, “I don’t want any agrarian out 
rages by which wa s¥ould change all ths,” 
and now we must appeal te the tribunal of the 
lexicographer. If you turn to * Webster's 
quarto) Dictionary” you will find the word 
“nerarian” interpreted, on the authority of 
Burke, as follows- i 

Relating to janda, Denotlog or pertaining to an 
equal division of lands; as the agrarian lawa of Rome, 
which distributed the ccaquered and othe: public lands 
equally among ail the citizens, limiting the quaniity 
which each might erjoy * 

Again, in the same dictionary, the word 
“agrariamsm” 13 given as ‘an equal division 
of lands or property, or fhe principles of those 
who favor such a division.’? Thus, m repudiat-

cellement of the land—produced by the law of 
succegsion whick prevails there 

A similar measure proposed by yourself, or 
by Bright, and carried in a Parliament elected 
principally by the peasantry who you desire to 
enfranchise, because they would then “have a 
better chance of having property,” would in 
two or three generations not only check the ac- 
cumulation of land in few.hands but would 
break up all existing estates, great or small, and 
thus largely increase the number of proprietors 
In another generation, probably, the peasant 
himself would “turo up the furrow on bis own 


freehold,” and be no longer “ divorced from the 
land ” 


, You suggest so obviously that it 1s by legisla- 
tive measures—rendered possible by givmg 
political power to the peasantry—you propose 
to “ amend the unequal distribution of the land 
between the rich and the poor,” that no one 
Would think of charging you with endeavoring 
to effect this great change by violence. 

But if you did not desire to produce by other 
means than violence a“ division among the poor 
of the lands of the nch,” allow me to ask, with 
alliespect, what is the meaning and object of 
the passage to which youhave referred me? As 
I write I find that Cobhett is in 8 similar difh-
